Having 
worked in the PC industry for years and 
building and configuring systems similar 
to the ones mentioned, | was stunned to 
read some glaring mistakes. 

A Cyrix 200MHz 6x86 is mentioned 
and to my knowledge, they do not exist. 
The Cyrix 6x86 200 is in fact rated at 
150MHz. Comparing the Cyrix 6x86 P200 
to an Intel 200MHz in performance and 
speed is quite ridiculous and a mistake of 
epic proportions. 

Although the Cyrix 6x86 P200 is cer- 
tainly one of the better-value-for-money 
CPUs on the market, let’s not get carried 
away. 

The 6x86 is not a Pentium, although in 
this case you can certainly say it is com- 
parable. The VX mainboard is an accept- 
able mainboard but by no means mod- 
ern; any reasonable system should be 
using a TX mainboard. 

In your role as a reviewer of PCs and 
PC parts, | would expect more care to be 
taken in your specifications quoted. 

PC User is in my judgement an excel- 
lent magazine, but you should perhaps 
take more care in the future, as many of 
my prospective customers rely on your 
guidance and advice.

Buyer's Guide 








Digital Versatile Discs are 
destined to become the 
hottest consumer product 
to hit the market for 
years. But should you buy 
a DVD drive now, or settle 
for a 24-speed CD-ROM 
drive? Philip Moore tests 
these and other 


multimedia upgrades. 


DVD in a nutshell 





VD has been a long time coming, 
m but it is now starting to seriously 
appear with the first consumer DVD 
players from Philips, JVC and Sony, 
and DVD-ROM drives now being 
released by most major manufacturers. 
These are essentially a whole new kind 
of drive that will play special DVD 
discs, and which are backwardly com- 
patible with existing CD audio and CD- 
ROM discs. A standard CD-ROM drive 
cannot play a DVD disc. 

DVD originally stood for Digital Video 
Disc, being intended as a replacement 
for the venerable VCR and video tape 
as a medium for distributing films and 
video releases. This was changed to 
Digital Versatile Disc to reflect the DVD- 
ROM format, which is DVD intended for 
the computer, and can be used to dis- 
tribute computer games and other soft- 
ware — just as music CDs became the 
basis for CD-ROM in the ’80s. All the 
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drives we tested for this feature were 


DVD-ROM drives. 

A DVD disc can hold potentially up to 
17Gb of data, compared to a CD-ROM 
which currently holds 650Mb. This is 
using double-sided, dual-layer discs 
which are a few years away yet, but 
already spelled out in the DVD specifica- 
tions. A single-layered, double-sided 
disc will hold up to 8.5Gb, and a single- 
sided disc, which is the format currently 
being used, can hold up to 4.7Gb of 
data, or 133 minutes of high quality 
MPEG-2 video. Some of the early titles 
being released are actually double- 
sided, with a TV-cropped version of the 
movie on one side and a Widescreen ver- 
sion on the other: you just flip the disc. 

MPEG-2 is the compression stan- 
dard used on DVD discs (MPEG stands 
for Motion Picture Experts Group — the 
body that developed the standard). All 
DVD discs will use MPEG-2 to compress 
any video data. There are two compet- 
ing standards for the audio side, howev- 
er — MPEG-2’s own audio compres- 
sion, and Dolby AC-3. The US has 
adopted AC-3 as the audio standard, 
partly because this is what LaserDiscs 
have used till now, so customers are 
already geared up for this. 

MPEG-2 is the standard adopted by 
PAL TV countries like Australia, although 
all DVD drives are supporting both audio 
standards and it is likely Dolby AC-3 will 
win out since this is already widely used 
by those who have bought surround 
sound systems for their home. 

But DVD is only just beginning. At 
present DVD is like CD-ROM: it is a reaa- 
only format and needs to be manufac- 
tured. But soon there will be recordable 
DVD discs — called DVD+R — which 
will be the DVD equivalent of the current 
CD-R standard. And later DVD-RW (or 
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DVD-RAM) for fully rewritable discs. 
Bear in mind these will not be a ‘video’ 
recorder, but a simple data recorder like 
CD-R or CD-RW (Rewritable CD) drives 
are at present. Rewritable DVD discs for 
capturing video in real-time, so you can 
record your favourite shows off TV, are 
still some years away. The VCR has quite 
a few years left in it yet. 

So why bother with DVD? Well the 
image quality is about twice as good as 
VHS video tape; and it offers cool fea- 
tures like instant scanning (instead of 
having to Rewind or Fast Forward a 
tape), multiple soundtracks (for differ- 
ent languages, for example), and inter- 
action so you can select from multiple 
camera angles when live broadcasts 
like sporting events offer this facility, or 
on interactive games/movies. 

As for DVD-ROM, computer games 
will benefit most. The 8.5Gb of data 
space offers the potential for gigantic 


games, with full motion, full screen 


video and CD quality sound. 

The data throughput required for 
DVD playback compares with a 10- 
speed (10x) CD-ROM drive; and there 
are already double-speed (2x) DVD 
drives (equivalent to a 20-x CD-ROM) 
available. The catch is that while it will 
work fine as a CD-ROM drive for now, 
for true DVD playback you will need to 
add a special decoder card. The 


interface: ATAPI/IDE

his kit comes with a DVD-ROM drive 

and decoder card in one kit. One of 
only two such bundles we saw. The drive 
is a double-speed (2x) DVD, equivalent 
to a 20x CD-ROM, while the card is 
Creative's own Dynamic eXtended 
Resolution (Dxr2) DVD decoder. 

Installation was a bit fussier than the 
other kit, as it requires a video pass- 
through cable to interconnect your reg- 
ular VGA card, and on installing the 
software we were asked to specify 
which ‘region’ we were in (Australia is 
part of region 4 of the DVD copy pro- 
tection scheme). All of this is well cov- 
ered in the manual though, unlike the 
other kit which had no manual. Normally 
a pass-though connection such as this 
kit requires, degrades the screen quali- 
ty somewhat, though this time it actual- 
ly seemed to improve it, with a stronger 
contrast. Also on the card is an S-video 
output and S/PDIF digital audio output. 
An S-video cable is supplied, which 
comes with an RCA connector for com- 
posite output (like most TV sets and 
standard VCR decks). There is no ana- 
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CAV and CLV. Types of mechanisms used 
by CD-ROM and DVD-ROM drives to read 
the discs. See ‘Speed is a relative thing’ on 
page 14. 

CD Audio. Also called Red-Book Audio, 
this is the standard originally defined for 
music CDs, and refers to any audio tracks 
on a CD or CD-ROM. 

Composite and S-Video. When inter- 
connecting video equipment there are two 
main socket standards used. Composite 
uses RCA connectors, like standard audio 
connections, whereas S-Video uses a spe- 
cial mini-din plug. S-Video theoretically 
provides better image quality. _ 

DVD-ROM. DVD stands for Digital 
Versatile Disc, while ROM stands for Read 
Only Memory, meaning your computer can 
only read from a DVD-ROM disc, just like a 
CD-ROM disc, and not write to disk, like a 
floppy or hard disk. See ‘DVD in a nutshell’ 
on page 10 for more about DVD. 

Full Duplex. The capability of a device 
such as a soundcard or modem to handle 
two sound-related tasks at once, such as 
being able to record a WAV file while play- 
ing back another. 

MIDI (Musical Instrument Digital 
Interface). The standard protocol for con- 
necting musical synthesisers, soundcards 
and your computer. Unlike a WAV file, a 
MIDI file is simply a string of commands on 
how to play an instrument. It does not nor- 
mally contain any actual sound data. This 
is stored in the synthesiser on the sound- 
card itself. : 

MPEG. Named after the Motion Picture 
Experts Group which developed it, MPEG is 
a kind of codec (compression and decom- 








pression) standard designed specifically for 
motion video, enabling better video perfor- 
mance and more data to be fit on a disc. 
MPEG-1 is used for high-quality multimedia 
videos and older video discs. MPEG-2 is the 
new standard being used with DVDs. 

PAL and NTSC. The two standards for 
video and TV. PAL is the system used in 
Australia and throughout most of Europe. 
NTSC is used primarily in the US. These 
two standards are incompatible, so don't 
buy an NTSC video overseas because it 
will not work in most VCRs in Australia. 

PCl (Peripheral Component 
Interconnect). The current fast ‘bus’ stan- 
dard used in modern PCs to transport data 
back and forward between the central pro- 
cessing unit and internal devices, such as 
a graphics card and, with the Diamond 
Monster Sound, a soundcard. 

S/PDIF (Sony, Philips Digital InterFace). 
The standard for digital audio, used by dig- 
ital tape recorders (DAT), LaserDisc play- 
ers and most recently, DVD output. 

Synth or synthesiser. A generic term for 
any musical instrument or computer chip 
that produces its sounds electronically. 

WAV files. The most common sound file 
format. More specifically it's the format 
used for Digital Audio, the process where 
sound is digitised into bits and bytes. Think 
of it as a digital tape recorder. 

Wavetable. A kind of musical synthesis- 
er where short samples of real instruments 
are stored in a ROM (Read Only Memory) 
chip and played back via MIDI commands. 
The result is much more realistic sound 
than the old FM synthesis used on sound- 
cards.

he measure of how fast a CD-ROM 

drive is has always been judged by the 
rating on the front of the box that says 4x or 
16x or most recently 24x. But this is really 
just a convenient shorthand and masks 
other important issues to what makes a 
fast CD-ROM — or DVD — drive, such as 
the average seek rate and the average 
access time. 

The seek rate tells you how long it 
takes for the laser heads of the player to 
actually find the next bit of data it needs, 
while the access time is a measure of how 
long it takes to find and ‘read’ the next bit 
of data. These times are measured in mil- 
liseconds. There are various technical 
issues that come into play here with how 
the data is laid out on the disc, which | 
won't go into. Just know that the faster 
these figures are the better. | 

Also important can be the size of the 
data buffer. SCS! CD-ROM drives often 
have a larger data buffer and this is one rea- 
son they perform better as a rule. Most dri- 
ves in this round-up have a buffer of 128Kb. 
Those with 256Kb or more tend to perform 
better, though this is by no means certain. 

The ‘x’ rating gives you some idea of 
what the maximum data throughput rate of 
the drive should be. A single-speed (1x) 


drive was supposed to offer a data 
throughput of 150Kb per second. A dou- 
ble-speed (2x) had 300Kb/sec and so on. 
So a 24x drive should be able to pull data 
off the disc and out to the computer at a 
rate of 3.6Mb/sec. Pretty darn fast. Trouble 
is that to do this you have to spin the disc a 
lot faster and this has presented a problem. 

Data is not written to CD-ROMs or DVD- 
ROMs in quite the same way as to your hard 
disk; and ROM drives do not read the data 
in the same way. Until recently, CD-ROM dri- 
ves were designed with a read mechanism 
using a method called Constant Linear 
Velocity (CLV). This means that the data is 
read off the disc at the same constant speed 
no matter where on the disc it is reading 
from. Now when the CD spins in the drive, 
data on the outer rim of the disc will zip past 
the laser head faster than data written near 
the centre of the disc — think about it. To get 
around this, CD-ROM drives are constantly 
slowing down and speeding up the disc to 
ensure it can read back the data at a con- 
stant rate. While drives were 2x, 4x or even 
8x this was okay. But now that they are hit- 
ting 24x, the drive is spinning so fast that this 
method is becoming too impractical and 
approaching dangerous. Hence Constant 
Angular Velocity (CAV) was created. This 


simply means the disc spins at a constant 
speed and the read mechanism takes the 
data at whatever speed it can. Much more 
logical really, and this is why you will get a 
data throughput rating now with a minimum 
and maximum figure quoted (it all depends 
where on the disc you are reading from). 
some manufacturers are having an 
each way bet with a method called 
Partial-CAV. This kind of drive uses the 
older CLV for the inner two-thirds of the 
disc, and then switches to CAV when 
reading data from the outer rim. This is 
because the outer rim of the disc is inher- 
ently the slowest part to read from, and 
CAV helps speed this up. However, ROM 
discs are read from the centre out, so 
most of the important data is in the centre 
rather than near the rim, so this method 
appears to have only limited success. 
For drives that use CAV exclusively they 
will likely be more reliable and faster over- 
all, though in our benchmarks CAV drives 
appear slower than they should. But at 
these speeds, frankly, any CD or DVD- 
ROM disc will read back quite fast enough 
for most people. Gone are the days when 
data throughput was such a critical feature, 
now that CD and DVD drives are approach- 
ing the same speed as your hard drive.

The access and seek times are pretty 
average, though our benchmark result for 
the Average Access time was actually 
better that that quoted by the manufac- 
turer. The Overall WinMark was pretty 
much as one might expect from a 10x 
CD-ROM drive at 977Kb/sec, and as 
such out-performed the double-speed 
DVD drives in this round-up.

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impressive, it could be slightly erroneous 
due to the new CAV technology. 

While this drive is now outdated, the 
price is good — although you will need 
to buy a separate decoder card to play 
DVD discs.

Most systems are not 
sold with SCSI as a matter of course. 
Consequently this drive is really aimed 
more at the power users out there. 

Although having a maximum speed 
rating of ‘only’ 20x, this drive performed 
much better than any 24x IDE drive, and 
certainly outshone the 2x DVD drives 
here. The SCSI interface connection, 
and the 512Kb of Buffer memory all 
helped make this possible, not to men- 
tion the faster access speed. 

While it does cost more, this was a 
very good performer and would go well 
with any serious SCSI setup. 





Pioneer DR-A 24x 


good reliable drive, if not outstand- 
ing. From our benchmarks the 
overall results were reliable, with very 
respectable seek and access times 
recorded. The best data throughput 
recorded was just over 2Mb/sec, which 
considering that the drive uses a com- 
bined CLV/CAV engine, is pretty good.

ATAPI/IDE or SCSI. No-one uses proprietary 
| interfaces (Panasonic, Sony, Mitsui) anymore, 
which is what many of the old upgrade kits used 
(note, however, that the CD audio connection on 
your soundcard may still conform to one of these 
Standards). This means if you currently have a 
soundcard and CD-ROM drive that use such a 
proprietary system, you may not be able to sim- 
ply swap the CD-ROM drive for a new one. 
| Exceptions to this are those later model sound- 
cards that supported ATAPI/IDE as an interface, 
or if your motherboard supports Enhanced-IDE 
(E-IDE) drives. This is unlikely on anything less 
than a Pentium, so check first. The solution may

Most of the drives we tested for this feature 
were ATAPI/IDE drives which connect to exact- 
ly the same connector inside your PC as your 
hard drive does.

For those still using DOS/Windows 3.1x, a 
driver will be required and should be supplied 
with the drive on a floppy disk with a simple 
installation routine. 

Likewise, a SCSI CD-ROM drive will be 
instantly recognised by Windows 95, provided 
you have the SCSI connections correct. This will 

require a SCSI interface in the PC, which does 
| not come as standard with most computers. The 
advantage of SCSI is you can have an external 
drive if you prefer (ATAPI only supports internal 
drives), and SCSI drives tend to be faster and 
more reliable — and also more expensive. For 
most people an ATAPI/IDE type drive is fine. 
Power users will look to getting SCSI. 


Panasonic CD-508-BPA 


Fane drive supplied simply as is 
and which installed easily under Win 
95. This is a 24x SCSI drive, so it requires 
a SCSI interface in your system. As such 
it comes with a respectable 512Kb buffer 
and a good access speed of 85ms, 
though our benchmark reported 94.3ms. 

In our benchtests it performed very 
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well, with an overall WinBench of 
1330Kb/sec. Better than any of the IDE’s 
reviewed here (including its ATAPI 
cousin) but outdone by the Plextor SCSI 
drive overall. A good choice for those 
wanting that bit extra that SCSI offers. 


Panasonic CR-585-B 


ith full CAV performance this 
ATAPI/IDE drive had decent 
access speed and data throughput in our 
benchtests, though it was still out-done 
by most of the other ATAPI drives in this 
round-up. Still, at the price, this is an 
excellent buy if you're just after a cheap 
24x drive that will get the job done. 








Hitachi CDR-8330 


A very respectable 24x drive, despite 
a buffer of only 128Kb. Along with 
the Pioneer drive reviewed above, this 
was one of the best overall performers. 
Our benchmark produced an Average 
Access time better than that quoted by 
the manufacturer. Not as good as a 
comparable SCSI drive, but still an 
excellent IDE model at a very reason- 
able price. 


DVD or CD-ROM? 








fter all this, the big question is: 
should you buy a fast CD-ROM or 
one of the newer DVD drives? 

If you're into games, you should prob- 
ably go for one of the DVD kits which offer 
a double-speed (2x) DVD drive and 
decoder card. If you can’t afford this now, 
it may pay to wait until the prices of these 
kits drop, as they surely will. 

Those not into games could save a 
bit of money by getting a 24x CD-ROM 
drive. After all, CD-ROMs will still be 
used as a distribution medium for some 
years yet. 

But should you buy technology 
which will soon be obsolete? It is 
unlikely there will be anymore signifi- 
cant development on CD-ROM drives 
from now on — 24x is as fast as they 
are likely to get.

e had a first look at this card in 
W:.. September ’97 edition (page

WaveGuide is different from Wave- 
table in that it doesn’t simply play back 
samples of real instruments which are 
stored in a ROM chip on the card, it 
recreates the properties of any instru- 
ment on-the-fly in RAM using acoustic 
physical modelling. But there are also 
some limitations to using the WaveGuide 
synth. You cannot record its output as a 
WAV file as you can with the hardware 
wavetable synth; and while the card 
offers full-duplex capabilities (being able 
to record a WAV while playing back 
another) this is not possible while playing 
the WaveGuide synth. 

However, both cards did very well in 
our audio tests, with the Gold card 
doing just a bit better with a flatter fre- 
quency response overall and slightly 
less distortion.

Having two soundcards installed is not 
an ideal situation, so if you have aban- 
doned DOS games completely, we rec- 
ommend you remove the old card and 
just install the Monster Sound. 

Utilities include the usual audio 
tools, Internet Explorer and DirectX dri- 
vers, plus Sound Blaster Emulation 
software.

Audio processing is handled by an 
Analog Devices DSP (Digital Signal 
Processing) chip, and there is 
wavetable MIDI daughterboard 
attached with 2Mb of samples, giving 
32 voices of realistic music.

The card boasts a signal-to-noise 
ratio of -80dB (A-Weighted). In our 
tests we achieved -74dB, which is still 
a good result. Frequency response 
was also good, comparable to the 
Sound Blaster AWE 64, though it 
dropped off slightly earlier in the high 
frequencies and had a bit more in the 
bottom end (bass frequencies). 


How we tested &

a soundcards were tested at ACP 
Labs using the Audio Precision 
System 2, the industry standard for 





testing audio equipment. This unit tests 
the following key measurements: 

Frequency Response. This is a mea- 
sure of how accurately the soundcard 
can record and playback the full range of 
frequencies that are audible to human 
hearing. This range is generally accepted 
as 20Hz to 20kHz. These results are dis- 
played as graphs on page 26. Zero dB 
(decibels) on the chart is set using a 1kKHz 
sine wave (a pure tone) with an output of 
775mV. We then recorded and played 
back a series of frequencies in half- 
octave steps from 20HZz to 19.2kKHz. 

The ideal frequency response Curve 
would be a flat line at OdB from beginning 
to end. This of course is never quite the 
case. A deviation of plus or minus 1dB 
from OdB could be considered accept- 
able for soundcards. The point at which 
the level drops to -3dB at either end of 
the range is regarded as the cutoff 
points, and these frequencies are quoted 
as the frequency response; for example, 
60Hz to 18kKHz. All frequency response 
tests were done un-weighted 

Put simply, the flatter the curve the bet- 
ter. Take particular note of any large 
bumps or dips in the curve, and where the 
rolloff occurs at the beginning and end. 

Signal to Noise Ration (SNR). This 
gives an indication of how quiet the 
soundcard is. It is essentially the differ- 
ence between the loudest signal the card 
can play before distortion, and the noise 
the card produces on its own, with no sig- 
nal at all. This is expressed in decibels 
and the greater this figure the better. The 
optimum SNR for 16-bit digital devices is 
-96d0B, but this is rarely achievable in the 
real world.

Anything less and 
the noise may be annoyingly audible. 
The signal to noise ratio was mea- 
sured by recording a 1kHz tone at the 
highest possible level before distortion, 
then playing this back out the soundcard, 
setting the output level as OdB, and then 
removing the signal. Any remaining signal 
is noise generated by the card itself. 
Total Harmonic Distortion + Noise 
(THD+N). This is the most common 
method of measuring the amount of dis- 
tortion an audio device produces. A 1kHz 
tone was recorded and played back out 
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the soundcard. A notch filter attenuates 
out the 1kHz tone and what remains is 
any wideband noise, AC mains hum, and 
any other unwanted signals. 

The lower the THD+N figure the bet- 
ter. Anything above 0.1% is getting into 
the unacceptable range. 

Intermodulation Distortion. Of course, 
in the real world people don’t listen to 
sine waves. Music, voices and other 
audio content are complex jumbles of 
many waveforms. These naturally com- 
bine to create what are called harmonics 
— extra frequencies which are born out 
of the combination of other fundamental 
frequencies. This is what gives different 
musical instruments their distinctive tonal 
quality, and is as It should be. 

Soundcards and other audio devices 
also tend to create harmonics through 
their circuitry. These are generally not 
pleasant and are to be avoided as much 
as possible. Measuring the intermodula- 
tion distortion is the most common way of 
determining how much of this unwanted 
distortion the audio device produces. This 
was done by passing two tones through 
the soundcard — 1kHz and 50Hz, with 
levels set on a 4:1 ratio (as outlined by the 
Society of Motion Picture and Television 
Engineers — SMPTE). These two tones 
naturally produce certain harmonics. 
These harmonics are then filtered out 
along with their fundamental tones. What 
remains are any harmonics produced by 
the soundcard itself, plus its inherent 
noise. The measurement is expressed as 
a percentage of the level of the original 
fundamental tones. Anything above 0.1% 
is approaching an unacceptable level of 
distortion.

The Novastation is in effect this excel- 
lent wavetable daughterboard synth in 
software form and, like Roland Virtual 
SoundCanvas above, it installs simply as 
a MIDI driver, which automatically loads 
a player when called up. It plays the 
music back through your existing sound- 
Card's digital audio channels. 

There are two versions of the synth 
Supplied: one for MMX machines and 
one for non-MMX or slower (meaning a 
100MHz Pentium or less). Like last year 
there is not a lot between these two 
excellent MIDI synths, even in software 
form. Either one would suit admirably 
any setup that has an existing souna- 
card but needs to add decent MIDI 
playback.

Julian Schoffel arms you with the 
necessary information you'll need 
to know when you go shopping 


for a new 3D card this Christmas. 


ell, you know what they say: 
W'... year in the computer indus- 
try is like 10 years anywhere else . 
This phrase continues to ring true, par- 
ticularly in the area of 3D acceleration. 
lt was only 12 months ago that PC User 
completed its first round-up of 3D hard- 
ware, and in the ensuing year almost an 
entire generation of 3D cards have now 
completed their life-cycles and subse- 
quently been relegated to ‘has-been’ 
Status. 

At the time of writing, the 3D accel- 
erator market was just about to enter its 
third phase, that is to say many 3D 
chipset and card vendors were about 
to release their third generation 3D 
products. For this reason PC User 
decided to hold off on doing a full-tilt 
3D hardware comparison, preferring 
instead to offer PC gamers a broad 
overview of what has happened over 
the past year and what lies just around 
the corner. 


3D chipsets 








hen discussing 3D hardware it is 

far easier to refer to the actual 3D 
chipsets themselves, rather than the 
various cards. Most of the cards using 
a particular chipset share almost identi- 
cal performance and feature traits. The 
only differentiating features are the type 
and amount of on-board video RAM. 
whether or not the card combines 
2D/3D or 3D only, and the issues of dri- 
ver support and general build quality.

Outdated 


In the cruel world of PC hardware, the 
3D chipsets in this category have well 


and truly seen their best days. 
Consequently, it would be wise to avoid 
purchasing any cards which still use 
them because bigger, better and much 
faster 3D products are just over the 
horizon. 

S3 VIRGE: One year ago, cards 
based on the S3 VIRGE chipset didn't. 
look too bad. Unfortunately the original 
VIRGE chipset just couldn't compete 
with the sheer speed of newer 3D hara- 
ware. This explains why ViRGE-based 
cards are noticeably absent from the 
third round of 3D accelerators with S3 
preferring to focus on creating their 
next-gen products instead. 

Rendition Verite 1000: The 
Rendition Verite V1000 was one of the 
most hyped 3D chipsets because 
Microsoft used it extensively when 
developing its Direct3D API 
(Application Programming Interface). 
The V1000 did offer one of the most 
comprehensive 3D feature sets, but 
found itself rapidly eclipsed by much 
faster opposition like the Matrox 
Mystique and 3Dfx-based cards. 
However, Rendition has not been idle 
and its new V2200 and V2100 chipsets 
will feature heavily in the next round of 
3D cards. 


Current heavyweight 
champions 


These are the 3D chipsets which cur- 
rently enjoy the most software support, 
also offering the fastest and most com- 
prehensive 3D performance. Their 
makers would probably be exchanging 
worried glances though, because some 
impressive new 3D competitors are 
about to dive into the fray. Regardless 


of this, you can still feel pretty safe buy- 
ing any card which uses one of the fol- 
lowing chipsets: 

3Dfx: This is undoubtedly the cur- 


rent, undisputed king of 3D accelera- 


tion. While the 3Dfx chipset is not par- 
ticularly new, it was so far ahead of the 
competition that software developers 
on the lookout for the best vehicle to 


showcase their new titles turned to it in © 


droves. 

3Dfx-based products come in two 
flavours: the original 3D-only Voodoo 
Graphics Engine and the newer 2D/3D 
combination known as Voodoo Rush. | 

In terms of sheer speed, whether 
running under Microsoft’s Direct3D or 
its own proprietary Glide API, 3Dfx 
products have consistently out- 
gunned all of the competition. 3Dfx is 
also one of the only chipsets to cCur- 
rently support a cut-down form of the 
Silicon Graphics’ AP! — OpenGL. This 
will be particularly important to those of 
you who wish to play new 3D games 
based on id Software’s OpenGL 
Quake engine, ie, Hexen 2, Quake 2 
and so on. 

One of the most attractive features 
of the 3Dfx chipset is its processor 
independence, meaning that gamers 
using anything from a Pentium 90 to a 
Pentium 200 can expect a similar jump 
in 3D performance. 

While the 3Dfx Glide API will be 
natively supported by a large portion of 
new 3D games released into 1998, it 
will gradually become less of an issue 
as more generic APIs like Direct3D and 
OpenGL gain popularity with software 
developers. ooh 

One down-side to 3Dfx products is 
a lack of support for letterboxed 3D, 
important for professionals but fairly 
irrelevant to gamers. 

The only product to seriously chal- 
lenge 3Dfx is the new NVIDIA Riva 128 
chipset, but we'll get to that later. 

Power VR PCX1: The PCX1 was 
developed by NEC and VideoLogic. It 
is a very innovative product which ‘min- 
imises bandwidth problems (soon to be 
resolved by Intel’s new Accelerated 
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tnedia 


2D image degradation, 2D video signal 
degradation: Some pass-through cards 
have insufficiently shielded cables, which 
means electrical interference can affect 
the 2D video signal as it travels between 
your 2D and 3D cards. This can result in 
somewhat distorted 2D images, particular- 


ly when displaying higher screen resolu- 


tions. 

3D chipset: The 3D chipset is a special 
form of graphics processor which deals 
exclusively with the tasks involved in the 
generation of 3D visuals. Without a 3D 


chipset your PC must allocate these tasks" 


to the CPU via software emulation. 

APis (Direct3D, Glide, OpenGL, Power 
VR SGL): APIs or Application Programming 
Interfaces are the conduit through which 
software sends data to be processed by 
your 3D hardware. You can think of them 
as direct lines of communication between 
your 3D games and your 3D hardware. 

bilinear filtering: Eliminates ‘blockiness' 
for a smoother 3D image. 

letterboxed 3D, windowed 3D: These 
terms describe a 3D chipset’s ability to 





process visuals in a separate window, 
while still running other applications in the 
background. This is particularly important 
for 3D graphic artists and designers who 
need to perform more than one task at a 
time. Most gamers, however, will find full- 
screen mode more than adequate. 

pass-through card: These cards inter- 
face with your existing 2D graphics card 
via a feature connector. They only take 
over your system’s display when running 
3D software, the rest of the time they are 
totally transparent. 

lighting and reflection effects: Special 
effect utilised by the Power VR PCX2 
chipsets, which mean that real shadows 
can be cast from any object over any Sur- 
face and are then updated every frame. 
Light also appears more realistic when 
reflected off shiny surfaces in a 3D 
scene. 

MIP mapping: Eliminates the unsightly 
‘sparkle’ on 3D textures. 

texture and Z-buffers: Displays layered 
textures and 3D objects more efficiently.

Graphics Port — see box ‘Accelerated 
Graphics Port (AGP): How will it affect 
3D acceleration’ on page 34) often 
associated with low-end 3D hardware 
by performing Z-buffering on the actual 
PCX1 chip itself. 

lt also supports advanced 3D fea- 
tures like lighting and reflection effects. 
Although the Power VR consortium has 
managed to get some software devel- 
opers to design its native Power VR 
SGL API, these titles are nowhere near 
as prolific as 3Dfx optimised games. 
And while the PCX1 does run under 


Direct3D, you can only expect mid- 
ranged performance unless you have a 
very high-specced machine. 

Unlike the 3Dfx chipset, the PCX1 is 
hardware dependent, which means 
you need a fast machine (nothing 
under a Pentium 166) to enjoy solid 3D 
frame rates. Gamers may like to con- 
sider the next-gen product based 
around the new PCX2 chipset instead 
(see below). 

So all in all, the Power VR PCX1 is 
quite a solid, middle-of-the-road 3D 
chipset. But with newer products com- 
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ing out, prices should start to come 
down and the discerning gamer may 
be able to find a bargain. 

MGA 1164SG: At the heart of the 
new Matrox Mystique 220 lies the MGA 
: 1164SG chipset. This card features 
: faster 220MHz RAMDAC (Random 
> Access Memory Digital-to-Analogue 
Conversion) allowing resolutions of up 
to 1600 by 1200. The Mystique also 
: combines 2D/3D functionality and while 
g the 2D component is extremely solid, 
some compromises have been made in 
terms of supported 3D features. 

In order to attain high frame rates, 
Matrox has omitted 3D image enhance- 
ment features like bilinear filtering and 
MIP mapping. To put it simply, games 
running under a Mystique just don’t 
look as good or run anywhere near as 
fast as those on a 3Dfx-based system. 

Despite these weaknesses, the 
:; Mystique still represents good value to 
those of you who want average, but not 
inspiring, 3D performance and great 
2D all in the one card. 

Importantly, Matrox has been fairly 
pro-active in drumming up native soft- 
: Ware support for its 1164SG chipset and 
: there are quite a few Mystique optimised 
titles out there. Matrox is also very com- 
> mitted to fine-tuning driver software. 

But perhaps the most revealing, and 
somewhat ominous, development for 
would-be Mystique owners is the 
recent announcement of a new Matrox 
3D card based around the Power VR 
PCX2 chipset. 


New kids on the block 


> These are some of the newest entrants 
to the world of 3D acceleration. Only 
time will tell if they succeed or fail, but 
> one thing is clear: 3Dfx is in for a seri- 
ous fight if it wishes to retain its lofty 
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position. The Riva 128 chipset has 
already thrown the cat amongst the 
pigeons by posting the fastest Direct38D 
score in our 3D WinBench test. 

NVIDIA Riva 128: After the failure of 
the NV1, NVIDIA has made a huge 
comeback with its stunning new Riva 
128 chipset. 

The Riva 128 combines 2D/3D func- 
tionality and is the only chipset so far to 
outperform 3Dfx when — running 
Direct3D. The wider 128-bit architec- 
ture translates into extra bandwidth and 
more speed. And while the Riva is limit- 
ed to 4Mb of RAM, there is a special 
DMA (Direct Memory Access) mode, 
which allows textures to be stored and 
retrieved from the main memory. 

The Riva 128 has a very rich 3D fea- 
ture set with lightning fast 2D, and sup- 
port for high resolutions of up to 16.7 mil- 
lion colours. Apart from Direct3D, the 
Riva will also run under the OpenGL API. 

After testing the new Diamond Viper 
V330 (see review below), which is 
based around the Riva 128, we discov- 
ered it to be the fastest 3D chipset cur- 
rently available when running Direct8D 
applications. However, 3Dfx still has 
the edge in terms of direct software 
Support. 

Rendition Verite V2100 and V2200: 
After having its thunder stolen by 3Dfx, 
Rendition crept away and designed 
two new 3D chipsets: the V2200 and 
V2100, with the latter being the less 
expensive version. 

From all reports, these chipsets per- 
form very strongly under Direct8D and 
OpenGL. Cards based around the 
V2000 family will be available with 4Mb 
and 8Mb of video RAM and feature 
support for windowed 3D. They will 
also be backward compatible with the 
V1000 although it is unlikely that many 


future native V2000 Rendition titles will 
be produced. However, this is largely 
irrelevant now Direct83D and OpenGL 
are growing in popularity amongst soft- 
ware developers. 

With the extra memory on-board, 
gamers can expect high refresh rates 
and added performance. Being a 
2D/3D combination, we would expect 
the V2000 chipsets to offer far superior 
performance to the woefully slow (in 
2D) V1000. 

In conclusion, it looks as though the 
Rendition V2000 and NVIDIA Riva 128 
chipsets are shaping up as the leaders 
of the 3D pack, at least over the next 
six months or so. 

Power VR PCX2: The PCX2 is the 
newest version of the Power VR chipset. 
The most appealing aspect of the PCX2 
is its ability to run games at high resolu- 
tions. It also features windowed 3D and 
incorporates solid Direct8D support. 
While there have been some reports of 
slight image - quality loss under 
Direct3D, the future involvement. of 
Matrox will probably translate into better 
and more stable driver software for the 
Power VR platform. 

Like its predecessor, the PCX2 can 
run native Power VR SGL titles, and 
cards based on this chipset don’t suffer 
from 2D image degradation, like some 
of the 3Dfx-based products. 

Unfortunately, the PCX2 is. still 
Processor dependent and 3D perfor- 
mance in slower machines will suffer as 
a result. 

But if you do have a fast machine, 
then cards based around the PCX2 are 
an attractive proposition.

The Viper V330 also rips it up in the 
2D stakes, offering lightning speed at 
high resolutions (up to 1600 by 1200) in 
up to 16.7 million colours. DOS perfor- 
mance is also very fast and there is 
support for multiple monitors and a IV- 
out socket. 

While the card is limited to only 4Mb 
of 100MHz SGRAM (Synchronous 
Graphics RAM), the Riva can store and 
retrieve textures from the main memo- 
ry. As usual Diamond has made instal- 
lation of the card very easy and its I|n- 
Control display utilities are both intu- 
itive and comprehensive. While the 
Viper V330 will eventually run under the 
OpenGL API, support was yet to be 
implemented at the time of writing.

CyberMan controller: a friend gave it 
to me for a birthday present. Sadly, it 
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proved to be nothing more than a 
vibrating mouse on a joystick-like podi- 


um, an illusion that made a lot of 
promises but fell far short of the mark in 
reality. 

Now over the past three years, 
Logitech has put a lot of work into 
developing the next 3D controller in 
the series: the CyberMan 2 (C2). This 
rather odd looking unit will remind 
you of the strange alien control 
device Arnie used to terraform Mars 
at the end of the sci-fi flick Total 
Recall. The C2 uses a circular motion 
control handle on the right for con- 
trolling movement. On the left there 
are eight programmable buttons 
used to perform a variety of tasks 
depending on the game. 

The motion control handle fits 
nicely into the palm of your hand and 
can be moved in. every conceivable 
direction. The buttons themselves are 
conveniently situated with two near 
your thumb and the rest underlying 
under your fingers. The C2 is really 
designed to control 3D games like 
Quake or Hexen 2. | wouldn't try to 
use it for flight sims because the sen- 
sitivity of the motion control handle 








will probably have you spinning 
around in mid-air. 

The C2 sits nicely on your desk, but 
also tends to take up a fair bit of room. 
It plugs straight into any 15-pin game 
port and can be programmed via 
Logitech's nifty Entertainment Software. 
The Entertainment Control Centre 
allows you to configure the C2’s but- 
tons any way you like, along with the 
sensitivity of the motion control handle 
itself. You can also allocate dead zones 
to movement patterns that aren’t sup- 
ported by some games. While this may 
seem a little complex at first, especially 
when you consider the vast amount of 
potential control variables at your dis- 
posal, the C2 also comes with an 
impressive array of ready-made config- 
uration files for titles like Quake, Duke 
Nukem 3D, MDK and so on. 

The CyberMan 2 certainly makes 
controlling games feel more natural even 
if it does look like a prop from an old Dr 
Who episode. Highly recommended. U

The Story of Creation 


his title is a beautiful and faithful 

pictorial rendition of the beginning 
of creation — from the time before 
time, when God separated the earth 
from the heavens, the land from the 
waters, and filled the sky, the sea and 
the land with creatures. It is narrated 
by a child’s voice of about the same 
age that the package is aiming at, 3- 
year-olds and up, and it is as simple as 
it is delightful.

Lovely touches to look out for 
include the fact that the Sun wears a 
sundial as a wristwatch, the eagle with 
“attitood”, the snake dance and the 
cancanning jellyfish, not to mention 
the octopus who makes the most of 
his eight legs in the shadow figures 
show! 

The title works on the read to me 
or let me play model, and on the 
three-year-old in the house who of 
course doesn't read yet; the tech- 
nique is so successful, she happily 
navigates precisely by listening to 
what she’s told rather than needing 
to read the words.

O Id Noah didn’t know what he was 
letting himself in for when God told 
him to go about constructing a boat big 
enough to hold him, his family and two 
of every kind of animal in the world for 
40 days.

Short and sweet, the story doesn't 
allow for playing inside every frame 
while the story’s going on, but you can 
revisit that option later, or turn each of 
the screens into jigsaw or slide puzzles.

Your task is to keep them alive by 
tending to them.

When 
the baby needs something a beeper 
sounds. Alternatively you can turn the 
sound off and simply check the index. 
This tells you whether he needs to be 
disciplined, if he’s hungry or dirty and 
how happy he is. 

If he is unhappy you play with him, if 
he’s dirty you bathe him and when he’s 
hungry you feed him (ice-cream or bot- 
tle when born, noodles when he’s over 
two years old). If he needs to be disci- 
plined you smack him as much as he 
needs — a strategy not recommended 
in real life. 

-“You have to mind them every day,” 
explains 11-year-old Jim. “If you miss 
one day because you've misplaced it, 
and you find it next morning it will prob- 
ably be dead. About every 10 minutes 
it wants something, unless you put it to 
sleep for the night. To do this you can 
click on the sun and moon icon and 
turn the lights off. Sometimes it just 
stays awake and beeps every hour or 
so. This is very tiring. But when he 
sleeps he rests for seven hours.”

Ww" literacy levels and the perfor- 
mance of children at school 


again the focus of education ministers 
from both parties, more and more par- 
ents find themselves wondering if they 
are adequately educating their children 
for their future. The “back to basics” call 
of past generations rings less loudly in 
modern parent’s ears, although gener- 
ally, most of our society would agree 
that acquiring literacy and numeracy 
skills are a prerequisite to a successful, 
productive life. To be a successful play- 
er in our society’s game one needs to 
master the written word whether the 
game is computer-based or the larger 
than life version; and the two will 
become more mutually inclusive as the 
new decade proceeds. 

The make up and demands of 
schools, both public and private, are 
changing. Parental expectations, cur- 
riculum stipulations, low teacher morale 
coupled with relatively low levels of pay 
(in some instances), a rapidly expanding 
knowledge base, technological change, 
socio-economic disparities, and teach- 
ers leaving or taking long service leave 
add stresses to our education system. 
Such stresses, unlike political ones, 
don’t filter down from the top to the 
chalkboard coalface but rather they 
manifest there to be encountered every- 
day by school staff and pupils. The 
school’s staff are in turn expected to

deal with them correctly and efficiently 
whilst being seen to defend the deci- 
sions of their transient political masters 
as well as teach the children. 

So where does our young learner 
really fit into all this? Remarkably he or 
she is out there amongst it all doing just 
that — learning. How much they are 
learning, however, is anyone's guess. 

The influence that the ubiquitous hid- 
den agenda of a school has over an indi- 
vidual can also be profound. Teachers 
and parents are seeing their own influ- 
ence diminish as children pay more 
attention to peer group and media. 
Unfortunately, this happens all too quick- 
ly in the child’s life, making it imperative 
that the real skills and understandings a 
child needs be learned early and as 
thoroughly as possible. 

The statement that children go to pri- 
mary school to learn how to read, write 
and do arithmetic is valid, but they will 
have a much more productive, enjoy- 
able time in the place if they are good at 
the three Rs. Nowadays the curriculum 
is so varied and interesting that the time 
allocated for the staples of education is 
competing with other very worthwhile 
educational pursuits. Not that educators 
do not consider the three Rs important, 
it is Simply a matter that there is so much 
they are expected to do and so little 
time in which to do tt. 

Impending catastrophe! The end of 
Civilisation as we know it! Well, not really. 
In reality, now is a very exciting time full of 
educational opportunities for parents to 
give to their offspring. It is a time when the 
individual can exert greater control over 
the educative process than ever before. 

The years everyone spends at school 
are avery important time. They are a time 
everyone looks back on. How do you 
want your kids to feel about their school- 
ing experience, in the now when they are 
doing It and when they recall those days?

@ Providing extra curric- 
ular assistance on a 
regular basis. One way 
to help prepare a child 
for a rewarding and 
enjoyable school experi- 
ence is to provide 
him/her with some extra- 
Curricular assistance in 
the key curriculum areas. But that 
amounts to more than simply buying a 
computer and some educational soft- 
ware. The Yellow Pages will deliver up a 
list of coaching or education. Ring a few 
of them, talk to other parents or ask your 
school secretary. A child experiencing 
problems at school will benefit from 
tutoring by a professional teacher in a 
non-threatening positive environment. A 
child who isn’t experiencing problems 


: will likely benefit even more. 


@ Holiday Brain Top Ups. Studies have 
found that teacher expectations of the 
group and of individuals play a big part in 
determining learner outcomes and 
results. After the initial settling in period of 
the new school year, the first weeks of 
term are often spent revising skills and 
concepts expected to be learned in pre- 
vious years. This is the time when the 
teacher gets to know the children. A child 
who remembers the skill or concept not 
only feels confident and good about 
him/herself, he/she creates a good 
impression with the teacher. Many pri- 
vate organisations offer two or three week 
end of school holiday programs that will 
refresh and revitalise memories faded by 
sun, surf and video arcade games. These 
programs also provide children with a 
welcome break from what for some can 
be a time of unsupervised boredom. 

@ An alternative to or expanding the peer 
group. Using the services of an after 
school hours education centre to improve 
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viduals and who place a 
high value on learning. 
Such input may be the 
catalyst that encourages 
the child to break out of 
the self-destructive peer 
group or stay at home to 
study instead of going 
out with the gang. 

@ Maintaining continuity and developing 
trust. School teachers for a million differ- 
ent reasons sometimes leave a class in 
the middle of the year. Some primary 
school classes may have several teach- 
ers in a year, some subjects at high 
school may be taught by a passing 
parade of teachers. This scenario is 
thankfully not the status quo, but it is 
becoming more frequent. Some children 
roll on unaffected regardless of the 
changes, some do not. The after school 
education centre may be the vital link the 
child needs to maintain educational con- 
tinuity. The relationship between the tutor 
and the child may be the one that per- 
petuates the child’s trust in education. 

@ Away from Chalk and Talk — a more 
individualised approach. Approaches to 
classroom management, pedagogical 
method and the amount of time a 
teacher can devote to individual stu- 
dents are dependant on the number of 
children in the class. Generally, the 
smaller the class the more attention and 
access to equipment each individual 
receives. An after school hours educa- 
tion centre will normally offer a much 
more attractive educator/pupil ratio than 
the average government or non-govern- 
ment school could envisage. This lower 
ratio also translates to equipment 
access. For example, in a modern 
school with a computer laboratory, a stu- 
dent may receive an hour a week with a 
partner of computer time. In an after 


school hours education centre, an 80- 
minute consultation a child would have 
40 to 50 minutes of dedicated computer 
time, with the educator supervising. 

@ A different perspective, success the 
greatest motivator. Often what is chal- 
lenging for a confident child can be mind 
bogglingly daunting for all the others. An 
after school hours education centre worth 
paying will develop an individual program 
for each of its students, aimed at bolster- 
ing their self esteem by allowing them to 
progress at their own rate. The program 
ideally would start at a reasonably easy 
academic level and aim to allow the child 
to master the concepts and skills as the 
program develops. Extending the stu- 
dents’ ability at their own pace provides 
not only a better educational outcome but 
a feeling of achievement and improved 
levels of confidence. 

In many instances it is the absence of 
success that creates problems at school 
for our young. In a classroom with 30 chil- 
dren the child who doesn’t understand 
new concepts immediately or has no prior 
knowledge to assimilate the new concept 
with will experience the frustration of not 
knowing and feel like a failure. Eventually 
receiving enough of these messages will 
turn him/her off school work and do much 
to lower her/his self esteem. 

Solving the self esteem or learning 
problem is much more difficult than initi- 
ating a long-term strategy that presents 
children with opportunities which keep 
them stimulated, motivated and feeling 
confident and good about themselves. 
As parents and carers, individuals can 
prevent the undesirable outcomes by 
getting involved and understanding the 
breadth of what their children are learn- 
ing. Teach the child that learning is one of 
the ongoing pleasures of life not confined 
to school hours and the traditional class- 
room by taking advantage of the scope 
of educational experiences technological 
advances have made possible. J

hen Myst was released nigh on 
four years ago the PC (and 
Macintosh) gaming world took a collective 
gasp for air. Myst highlighted the potential 
of the PC as a gaming medium and made 
full use of the relatively new CD-ROM 
medium’s prodigious storage capacity. 
So how can you possibly top a game 
which was impossibly lovely to begin 
with’? Well four long years later, Red Orb 
Entertainment are attempting to do so with 
the successor to Myst — Riven. 
Riven picks up the story roughly where

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Myst left off. At the start of the game, Atrus 
informs the player that the world of Riven 
is in danger and that Catherine (his wife) 
is trapped there. Atrus needs someone to 
go to Riven in his place, rescue Catherine 
and save the other inhabitants as well. 

Now the game wouldn't be very 
interesting if there was no danger for 
the player to contend with. And it just 
so happens that a very powertul, 
potentially ruinous individual is impris- 
oned in Riven: Gehn, father of Atrus. In 
order to minimise the risk of Gehn 
escaping, Atrus only gives you a one- 
way ticket in the form of half a magical 
book. So the game begins with your 
arrival in Riven, with no effective way 
out. To add insult to injury, as soon as 
you arrive your book is stolen, leaving 
you with no choice but to wander 
around trying to work out what an earth 
you should do next. 

Now this would be pretty tedious in the 
real world, but Riven is so breathtakingly 
beautiful that strolling about and exploring 
is a pleasure to be savoured. This brings 
me to an important point: as impossible as 
it may sound, the creators of Riven have 
managed to outdo Myst in the graphics 
department. Every scene in the gaming 
world has been meticulously ray-traced 
with the addition of plenty of little inciden- 
tal animations to helo make it live and 
breath. Indeed words cannot really do the 
visual splendour of Riven justice. 

There are also plenty of non-interactive 
animated cut-sequences depicting vari- 
ous actions (like travelling on the cable- 
car) and other narrative events. These are 
very well done and blend in perfectly with 
the rest of the game, as are the ambient 
music and miscellaneous sound effects. 

Riven allows a greater initial level of 
exploration than its predecessor: sure, the

puzzles are still there, and are seemingly 
just as hard, but you can wander around 
a fair bit before being forced to solve any. 
Like Myst, Riven abounds with strange 
levers, gizmos and objects just crying out 
to be pushed, pulled and prodded by the 
player — but you'll spend a fair bit of time 
figuring out what the hell they actually do. 

While Myst was a solitary world, only 
offering the player glimpses and 
snatches of past events, Riven includes 
character interaction with humans and 
other assorted creatures. 

In conclusion, Riven is effectively 
more of the same, with a few changes 
and tweaks. It will undoubtedly appeal 
to anyone who enjoyed Myst, but may 
ultimately disappoint those of you who 
expected another ground-breaking 
release (which Myst certainly was). Like 
its predecessor, the appeal of Riven 
lies in cautiously and painstakingly 
exploring a vast fictitious world.

Jedi Knight (JK) is based around 
the Star Wars universe with the player 
assuming the role of Kyle Katarn once 
again. While the lack of any cohesive 
plot made Quake a little weak in single- 
player mode, JK is the total opposite. 
From the very start of the game the 
player is drawn into an absorbing 
(albeit slightly cliched) storyline involv- 
ing Kyle’s attempts to stoop seven Dark 
Jedi from finding a hidden Jedi burial 
ground and accessing the phenomenal 
powers harnessed therein. 

The first thing Quake or Hexen Il 
veterans will notice about JK is the 
scope and scale of the level structure. 
Each level is absolutely massive and 
intricately designed. The player will 
often have to ascend to dizzying 
heights via narrow catwalks and pre- 
carious lifts to complete all level objec- 
tives. Apart from the usual array of Star 
Wars villains like Storm Troopers, 
Imperial guards and alien mercenaries, 
JK also includes TIE Fighters, Dark 
Jedi and Imperial Walkers. While the 
mere inclusion of these foes adds inter- 
est to proceedings, it is the fact that 
they are so cunningly placed in each 
level that really spices things up: they 
usually appear when you are poised in 
the middle of a narrow bridge or trying

to negotiate a particularly tricky jump 
onto an impossibly small platform. 
While the standard visuals of JK are 
competent, the game really requires a 
good 3D accelerator to be fully appre- 
ciated. With the aid of the latter, the 
terrain, enemies and weapon effects 
look superb (with the exception of an 
outdoor level which features some of 
the crappiest grass textures | have 
ever seen). Players can also choose 
between the standard first-person 
viewpoint and a very Tomb Raider-like 
third-person perspective. Of course, 
the sound effects and music are all 
derived from previous Star Wars offer- 
ings and really lend an authentic Star 
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Wars ambience to the game. 

One of the most innovative features of 
JK is the inclusion of Force powers. As 
JK progresses, players will have to mas- 
ter Jedi skills and eventually align them- 
selves with either the Light or Dark side 
of the Force. There are 12 Force powers 
in all with four common to both sides and 
four unique to the Light and the Dark. 
Whichever side you choose will effect 
the final outcome of the game. 

The weaponry of JK is very similar to 
that found in Dark Forces and includes 
Rail guns, Concussion rifles and so on. 
However, as your Jedi skills improve, 
you will eventually have access to the 
best weapon in the game: the 
Lightsaber. This little puppy can prove 
extremely useful for both its offensive 
and defensive capabilities. 

To adaress the flaws of its predeces- 
sor LucasArts has incorporated a prop- 
er savegame feature and added multi- 
player support. The Force powers add a 
new dimension to multiplayer sessions, 
allowing you to throttle opponents from a 
distance and even steal their weapons! 

In conclusion, Jedi Knight is a formi- 
dable and welcome entrant to the 
genre of 3D shooters.

GLHexen Il 


f you haven't played Doom or Quake 

by now you've either been spending 
some time dead (for tax purposes) or 
youve been backpacking in outer 
Mongolia for the last five years. Those 
of you who have played these 3D clas- 
sics will also be familiar with the Doom 
spin-offs: Heretic and Hexen. Both of 
these were basically Doom with some 
new graphics and a few role-playing 
elements thrown in to mix things up a 
bit. Now Raven Software (the folks 
responsible for Heretic and Hexen) 
have taken an enhanced version of the 
Quake engine and created Hexen 2. 

GLHexen 2 (H2) features some of 
the most advanced 3D graphics ever to 
appear ina PC game, and with the aid 
of an OpenGL compatible 3D acceler- 
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ator card, it will have your non-PC-own- 
ing friends drooling and slathering in 
envy. 

While Quake was basically just a 
good excuse for a slaughter-fest, Hexen 
2 requires a lot more thought. Players 
can choose from four character types: 
Paladin, Crusader, Necromancer and 
Assassin, with each class possessing 
special abilities. The Necromancer, for 
example, can create an undead army 
from corpses of the enemy, while the 
Crusader has special healing abilities, 
the Paladin relies on brute force and the 
Assassin uses stealth. 

It's good to see that Raven has put 
more emphasis on single-player mode, 
which means that H2 features more puz- 
zles to solve and often requires you to 
travel to and fro between different levels in 
order to do so. There is a diverse assort- 
ment of terrain and architecture within the 
game and it is obvious that the designers 
went to great lengths to authentically 
recreate each style. Players will have to 
navigate through four beautiful time zones 
in order to complete the game: Medieval, 
Egyptian, Mesoamerican and Roman. 
The spell and weapon effects also look 
fantastic. 


One of the most pleasing things - 


about H2 is the high level of interaction 
with the gaming environment. Players 
can operate giant crossbows, smash 
pots and chests to find hidden items, kill 
the odd sheep (for weapon or spell test- 
ing purposes of course . . .), smash win- 
dows, trash furniture and so on. There is 
also a diverse assortment of weapons 
and other goodies to pick up. These 
include items like the tome of power 
(which temporarily beefs up your 
spells), repels (which blow enemies 
backwards), health and mana potions, 
armour, magical objects like rings of 
water-breathing and boots of speed etc. 

The monsters of H2 look great and 
tend to display quite a high level of Al. 
Once they spot you, they generally fol- 
low you and they even seem to exhibit 
caution when the need arises: | was 
most surprised when one poked his 
head around a corner exposing my 






































carefully contrived ambush, and then 
retreated, forcing me to fight it out with 
him in the open! 

H2 introduces some new movement 
options, including the ability to crawl and 
fly (the latter only if you have the appro- 
priate spell). There are also plenty of 
great looking underwater sections chock 
full of aquatic beasties and puzzles. 

The levels of H2 are cunningly 
designed with some very subtly dis- 
guised secret areas which require a fair 
bit of detective work to uncover. So if 
you see something unusual, for exam- 
ple, a strange symbol on a wall, my 
advice is to try and push it or hit it with 
a weapon or spell. It may yield the 
entrance to a new area which could 
possibly contain that item you’ve been 
searching for the last three days! 

Naturally, H2 also inherits all the mul- 
tiplayer capabilities of its monstrously 
successful sibling. The new movement 
options (for example, the ability to crawl 
and fly) could make Hexen 2 
Deathmatch sessions even more of a 
headache to win than those of Quake.

Gameplay of Dark Colony will be 
very familiar to anyone who has played 
C&C or Warcraft Il. The player con- 
structs a base and then builds on adja- 
cent blocks of terrain. Units include 
everything from cyborgs to small robot- 
ic vehicles. Interestingly enough, the 
aliens produce KKnD-like biological 
weapons in the form of revolting, explo- 
sive-spitting animals. 

Perhaps the only feature which dif- 
ferentiates Dark Colony from other real- 
time strategy titles is the gore. When 
caught in the lethal spray of alien snot, 
humans tend to loose parts of their 
anatomy: a head here, some legs there 
... The resulting spectacle involves 
copious amounts of blood spraying 
about the place in a rather lavish (and 
satisfying) manner. 

Unfortunately, apart from the blood, 
the game doesn’t really offer anything 
new. Sure the graphics are crisp and 
colourful, but gameplay tends to fall 
into the all too familiar ‘build up base 
quickly, amass troops, charge enemy 
base’ etc. And when you start to 
analyse the various facets of the game, 
you see a very pronounced pattern of 
cloning, ie, plot from X-COM, gameplay 
from C&C, KKnD and Warcraft II etc.

Beasts & Bumpkins 


h, at last a real-time strategy game 
which takes a very different 
approach to the genre.

In single-player mode, B&B features 
around 30 missions.

Everything costs money and in this :

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but B&B regularly throws a variety of 
natural (and unnatural) spanners in the 
works to make your life that little bit 
harder.

department. There is no doubt that this 
game would have benefited greatly from 
the 3D acceleration treatment, but unfor- 
tunately there is no indication that 3D 
support will be forthcoming.

Many of the game’s 
puzzles are built around Kain’s shape- 
shifting abilities, or rather when to use 
them. Players must familiarise them- 
selves with the inherent strengths and 
weaknesses of these forms and then 
use them at the appropriate time. 

Combat in the game requires the 
usual mouse dexterity and can become 
a little tedious at times, but the com- 
pelling storyline and atmospheric visu- 
als do compensate for this. | mean it is 
a console game after all, so what do 
you expect? 

All in all, Kain is a fairly competent 
offering which should appeal to 
gamers who have a dark side to their 
personality.

he original Virtual Pool was an 

amazing game in its own right and 
by practising with it, | finally managed 
to stop embarrassing myself on the 
tables at the local pub.

quick lesson on the unique characteris- 
tics of a motorcycle. 

So what makes a motorcycle handle 
differently from a car? Well the power to 
weight ratio means that sports bikes 
accelerate faster than just about any- 
thing else on the road. The downside of 
this is that bikes obviously only have 
two wheels, which translates into a 
much smaller tyre contact patch on the 
road surface and thus less breaking 
efficiency. Probably the only other dif- 
ferentiating feature you have to worry 
about is steering lean: in order to get a 
bike to go around a tight corner at 
speed, you have to physically lean it — 
the faster you’re going, the steeper the 
angle of lean. On a race track this 
means that you will be dragging a knee 
along the ground at regular intervals. 
Okay, lesson over. Now the big ques- 
tion is how well these characteristics 
are implemented in the game. 

After considering the above facts, it 
soon becomes clear that the designers 
of Moto Racer weren't really attempting 
to create a serious motorcycle simula- 
tion. For starters the bikes are too easy 
to ride (even with the adjustable diffi- 
culty levels). While motorcycles do 
have inherent disadvantages in the 
area of breaking, it is still vitally impor- 
tant when going into a corner. In Moto 
Racer it’s just too easy to take fast cor- 
ners without breaking much on the 
approach. The game is also a tad gen- 
erous in the area of steering lean, giv- 
ing an unrealistically wide margin for 
error and it’s also a little hard to lift the 
front wheel (wheelie). On a real racing 
bike, twisting the accelerator even a

tad too much will result in an instant 
and rather worrying wheelie!

The 
program still allows you to post 
invoice amounts to inappropriate 
accounts (Expense, Asset or Liability) 
and doesn’t warn you of the potential 
problems. 

M.Y.O.B.’s offered ability to save 
your reports in HTML text format 
sounds a lot better than it really is. In 
reality, you'll need to import this text file 
into an HTML editor and format it 
before you can do anything meaningful 
with it. 

M.Y.0.B. is a sound product. It 
continues to impress with its ease of 
use, integration, sheer breadth of fea- 
tures and the overall consistency of 


all its modules. This said, it isn’t a per- 
fect product and you'll find parts of 
other programs are more impressive 
than the corresponding M.Y.O.B. 
offering. However, M.Y.O.B. is still a 
winner on overall value, so if you're in 
the market for a small business 
accounting package, then _ this 
Australian owned and made product 
should be on your short list.

® ike M.Y.O.B., we last reviewed 
a QuickBooks’ previous. version 
(version 4.0) in May this year. Version 
5.0 contains some significant cos- 
metic changes to the program, the 
most immediately obvious being the 
flowchart-type Navigator screen (see 
screenshot). This is similar to the 
offerings in other programs and 
makes the process of completing 
tasks more apparent. You can still 
access tasks from the buttons on the 
toolbar — the Navigator just offers 
you a more visual way of selecting 
these options. 

The second significant change to 
the program is the ability to fully cus- 
tomise forms. In the past you could 
select the fields to appear on your 
forms but not their placement. Now, 
like its competitors, QuickBooks 
offers the ability to change the layout 
of your form using the Layout 
Designer; you can zoom in and out in 
this screen and there’s a multi-level

On the 
Reports screen you can resize col- 
umn widths on reports and if you 
right-click on a report item you can 
alter its font size (and the size of all 
related items), making it easier to see 
details on complex reports. 

Invoice and Purchase Order lay- 
outs can now be selected on-the-fly 
and you can choose from a range of 
in-built and custom designed invoice 
formats; if none suit, select customise 
and create a format on-the-fly. You 
can also add longer paragraph style 
descriptions for the products and 
services you sell, which should make 
the program more attractive to the 
service industry and professionals. 

Another simple but handy 
improvement is the ability to hide 
inactive customers, suppliers and 
employees; they won't clutter your 
screen but you can still view their 
information. 

One impressive addition is the 
accountant interface. You can now pre- 
pare a disk copy of your accounts for 
your accountant and hand this to them 
and keep working on your accounts 
while they review your figures. Your 
accountant can both review and edit 
your data, making year end adjusting 
entries, and when the file is returned to 
you, the adjustments can be imported 
into your current data. However, 
QuickBooks lacks M.Y.O.B.’s ability to 
export data in any format supported by 
programs such as CeeData or Solution 
6, which are the programs your 
accountant uses to prepare your tax 
return. 

QuickBooks is supplied on a CD- 
ROM and 3.5in disks, and it installed 
faultlessly. Like M.Y.O.B. it continues to 
be compatible with Windows 3.1. The 
program will recognise old data files 
when you try to open them and steps 
you through backing up the data files 
before updating them for you. This 
process iS more impressive than 
M.Y.O.B.’s offerings.

You 
choose between setting up only mini- 
mal details or completing a complex 
and detailed interview that will take 
anything upwards of an hour and still 
doesn't allow you to delete unwanted

The Show Me video clips and Audio 
advice buttons make obtaining help 
and information about tasks quick and 
easy to obtain and in a format that 
doesn't require you to read screens of 
information. 

It is heartening to see the improve- 
ments made to QuickBooks in this 
upgrade. If the new features are ones 
you have been hankering for, then the 
cost of upgrading represents real 
value for money. If you’re looking at an 
accounting package for your busi- 
ness, then QuickBooks is a worthy 
challenger to M.Y.O.B. for your soft- 
ware dollar.

Criteria and Swap buttons in the 
Customers dialogue box. You'll be 
forced to the manual or the Help 
screens to understand what they mean 
and how to use them. 

This said, the program does allow 
multi-user operation with the ability to 
limit access rights for individual 
users. Its modules include sales, 
purchase and general ledger and 
stock control, and you can set up 
and run multiple companies and 
merge the data from them into a par- 
ent company to allow group reports 
to be prepared. You have a choice of 
completing sales orders, product 
invoices or service invoices for your 
customers, and there are separate 
credit note facilities for each. Like a 
lot of this program it’s the variety of 
choices and the detail available for 
each that may overwhelm the new 
user. 

Service invoices have descrip- 
tions that wrap multiple lines and you 
can choose not to post invoices so 
they can be added to later. This way 
you could use the program for a busi- 
ness with a small number of cus- 
tomers, which records sales or ser- 
vice information over a period of time 
and only sends out periodical invoic- 
es. 

Unlike many SOHO accounting 
packages, Sterling requires you to 
complete month end_ processing, 
which involves a number of steps 
before you can roll over to a new 
month. There is a similar, and more 
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complicated, process to be completed 
at year end. 

Sterling offers over 70 in-built 
reports and many of these are fully . 
customisable, as are the other 
Sterling forms, such as invoices and 
purchase orders. In addition, using 
the Layout Editor, you can create your 
own layouts for forms and reports and 
place fields and text as required on 
the page. 

Sterling offers you the ability to 
export your data in a format that can 
be read by the Solution 6 MAS pack- 
age that many accountants use. There 
is a Wizard to step you through the 
process of creating a floppy disk copy 
of your accounts and a letter for your 
accountant. 

If you're looking for a fast, simple to 
use and flexible accounting package, 
then Sterling may not be for you. 
However, if you already have a com- 
mitment to Sterling because you're 
using an earlier version or if your 
accountant suggests you use this pro- 
gram because of its ability to interface 
with Solution 6 MAS, then this product 
is a worthwhile option. In addition, the 
Software Developer’s Kit (available to 
dealers) means that a programmer 
can adapt Sterling to your organisa- 
tion’s individual needs. This level of 
potential customisation may put 
Sterling ahead of other products in its 
class and higher up your accounting 
software shortlist.

If you can arrange it, avoid buying a 
major system for Christmas. Bargaining

or friends this Christmas, please try to 
avoid these five mistakes. 


1. Deciding on a system 
with your family in tow 


There’s something touching about 
bringing your family in to check out a 
PC you want to bring home _ for 
Christmas. It can also lead you into 
expensive mistakes. 

It's hard getting a reasonable hearing 
from a salesman during the Christmas 
shopping period. Bringing your partner 
and progenies can cut into that impor- 
tant thinking and negotiating time. When 
you bring your family in, it conveys to the 
Salesperson you've either made your 
mind up to buy from them — or you need 
to get your family’s approval. 

By all means, consult with your fam- 
ily about their requirements, but avoid

bringing them into the store — until you 
have definitely decided to buy. 


2. Shopping at midday 


It's hard enough to get a salesperson’s 
attention during the Christmas shop- 
ping period — trying to do a deal dur- 
ing the peak 12 to 2pm period is only 
for the desperate or dumb. 

Apart from the chaos of other shop- 
pers in the store, the pressure to trun- 
cate discussion means you can forget 
to cover an important requirement. 

If you just want a peripheral, such as 
a printer or scanner, perhaps you can ~ 
risk it.

4. Ignoring market cycles 
and basic research 


You want heartbreak? How about set- 
tling on a Pentium 233MHz MMX sys- 
tem on 18 December for $2499 and 
seeing the same item available as a 
Pentium || 233MHz system for $2299 a 
month later? 

The PC market continues to experi- 
ence extremely turbulent supply and 
demand cycles. Many stores tend to 
stock up in anticipation of the 
Christmas rush around October. 

Meanwhile, the prices on items, 
such as CPUs and memory, continue to 
drop, partly because of world-wide 
Oover-supply of memory and Intel’s 
wanting to deter its competition. 

Few stores manage their cycle just 
right. Usually they have more of last 








month's stock on hand than they 
would prefer. 

Christmas lets them move these long- 
in-the-tooth systems because shoppers 
are simply less focused during this time. 

A discriminating purchaser should 
understand what systems are just 
about out of fashion and their going 
prices. They should be aware that non- 
MMX and IBM Cyrix systems are 
always Cheaper — and may be a bar- 
gain, if priced right. 

Shoppers should understand that 
pre-Christmas systems are routinely 
discounted by about 10 per cent dur- 
ing post Christmas sales. 

The standard technique for dealing 
with this is to negotiate a better discount. 

Try something like: “. . . look Fd like 
to buy your system but if | wait a month, 
I'll save myself about $200 — let’s split 
the difference (throw in more memory, 
hard drive or a better soundcard/print- 
er) and I'll be prepared to buy from 
you, right now.” 


5. Buying a no-name brand 
from a no-name store 
Consumer heartbreak number one in 
our mailbag is always the lack of after 








sales support from dealers. Consumer 
heartbreak number two concerns sys- 
tems — usually notebooks — that have 
patchy parts support. 

Do not even think of buying a PC 
from a shop or business you know little 
about. 

Watch out for stores that bundle 
software without proper certification, 
manuals or install disks. You could be 
inadvertently purchasing unauthorised 
software. What else might be bodgie 
about the system? 

If price is an issue, use their price to 
bargain with a shop you feel more com- 
fortable with. Should you inadvertently 
buy a lemon, good shops will replace 
your system or refund your money. 

Likewise, take care with no-name 
notebook brands, especially during 
Christmas. They could be re-marked 
CPUs (older chips rebadged with 
their clock-speed boosted), misrepre- 
sented cache or a whole lot of other 
problems you really don’t want to 
know about. 

Even if they are okay, ask yourself 
where you'd go for support if your deal- 
er closed up shop in the next 12 
months? O 
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Whether you’re a solo

pgrading & Fixing PCs for 
Dummies is a great companion 
for a novice PC user. It focuses 
on solutions to problems that besiege a 
beginner, as when a ‘Non-system disk’ 
message blocks bootup or cursor arrow 
keys make numbers. Although the level 
of humour in most Dummies books is 
pitched too high, tending to befuddle a 
beginner, this one has the right recipe. 
In contrast, The Complete Australian 
Guide to Buying & Upgrading PCs, by 
Stephen O’Brien explains much more of 
the ‘why’, as well as being a far better 
adviser for upgrading. Ignoring trou- 
bleshooting altogether, it gives a holis- 
tic treatment of PC applications and the 
hardware required to run them. 
Upgrading PCs Illustrated, howev-

er, takes the prize for the best how-to 
book, covering both upgrading and 
troubleshooting. It’s chock full of clear 
photos, a high point dulled by some 
captions being swapped around. 
Although Rescued by Upgrading Your 
PC is artfully presented, featuring full- 
colour illustrations, it suffers from some 
dated and misleading advice. No such 
suffering with The Way Computer 
Graphics Works, which gives glossy, 
non-mathematical explanations of the 
mathematical concepts behind all sorts 
of on-screen shenanigans. 

The two heavyweights tip in at close 
to 1400 pages each. This wealth of 
material is also a weakness, however, 
because topics tend to be scattered 
throughout each book — and it’s often 
a slog to locate what you’re looking for. 
Of the two, | prefered The Complete PC 
Upgrade & Maintenance Guide (sev- 
enth edition), which presents a practi- 
cal approach to troubleshooting and 
upgrading that goes beyond the cover- 
age in Upgrading PCs Illustrated.

ike many of the programs we use, 
Microsoft Word has its origins in 
the US where imperial measure- 
ments such as feet and inches are still 
used. In Australia we use the metric sys- 
tem (millimetres and centimetres) and 
have done so for over 20 years. 

Word comes with default settings 
designed to suit the US market and one 
of the first things you should do on 
installing it is to alter these defaults so 
that it uses measurements and settings 
more appropriate to this country. 





The first step is to alter all Word 97’s 
measurements to metric units. Do this 
by selecting Tools, Options, select the 
General tab and from the Measurement 
units list select Centimetres and click 
OK.

Default paper size 


The default paper size for Word 97 is 
generally Letter size (21.59 x 27.94cm) 
which is shorter than the A4 paper that 
is commonly used in Australia. Having 
an incorrect choice of paper length may 
not be apparent if you’re using cut sheet 
paper, but it is enough to ruin a print job 
if you're using continuous paper. 

Selecting A4 paper is a two-step 
process: 

Step 1: Select File, Page Setup and 
then the Paper Size tab and from the 
Paper Size list box select A4. This sets the 
paper size for the current document only. 

Step 2: Select the Default button 
and answer Yes to the prompt to alter 
the paper size for all new documents 
based on the Normal template. } 

Documents that you have created in 
the past will not be altered by this change. 
So if necessary, the next time you open an 
older document, alter the paper size for it 
and save it to make the change. 

This change also doesn’t necessarily 
alter the paper size for documents not 
based on the Normal template.

Default margins 


If you have a look at Word’s default 
margins (2.54cm and 3.17cm) you 
might be excused for wondering how 
they got to be such ungainly measure- 
ments. They are in fact 1in top and bot- 
tom and 1.5in left and right margins 
simply converted into centimetres. 
While there’s nothing wrong with leav- 
ing them this way, they'll look much 
neater and be easier to work with if you 
set them to 2.5cm top and bottom and 
3cm left and right (or some other sim- 
ple measurement that suits your 
needs). 

To change your margins, select File, 
Page Setup, select the Margins tab and 
set the margins to your desired size (see 
Figure 1a). Like you did when setting the 
paper size, make sure you select the 
Default button to change the margin set- 
tings for all new documents based on 
the Normal template. Other templates 
may also need updating if they use the 
more cumbersome measurements. 


Date formats 


Default tabs 


Like the margin measurements, the 
default tabs in your document will be set 
at half-inch (1.27cm) intervals. You can 
alter this to 1.25cm (or your preferred 
setting) by selecting Format, Tabs and 
altering the interval as required. 
Unfortunately, this will only alter the tab 
stops for the current document. 

To alter the tab stops for all documents 
based on the current template, you'll 
need to open the template file and make 
your changes there. Use File, Open and 
select Files Of Type: Document 
Templates (*.DOT) and then select your 
template directory, which is probably 
MICROSOFT OFFICE\TEMPLATES, and 
select the file normal.dot. Make your 
changes and save and close this file. If 
you want to alter the default tab stops for 
other templates, repeat this process for 
every template that needs altering. 


Dates 


US dates are displayed in mm/dd/yy for- 
mat, whereas dates in Australia are for- 
matted dd/mm/vy. This date formatting is 
controlled by Windows, not the individual 
programs, so to alter it select Start, 
Settings, Control Panel, Regional 
Settings. From the Regional Settings tab 
select English (Australian) and then select 
the Date tab and choose an appropriate 
Short date format and Long date format 
from the list boxes and select OK (see 
Figure 2a). You may need to restart 
Windows before the changes take place. 

You can insert the current date into a

Word document by pressing the shortcut 
key Shift+Alt+D. The format of this date 
can be altered by selecting Insert, Date 
and Time, choose the format you want 
from the list, select the Default button, 
then click Yes and OK. This will alter the 
date format for the current template and 
you should repeat this for any other tem- 
plates requiring alteration.

proofed using an Australian dictionary, 
set the default language to Australia. 

To do this, select Tools, Language, 
Set Language and select English 
(Australian) and select Default. Answer 
Yes to the prompt to change the default 
language in the Normal template and 
select Close. 

You will need to repeat this for any 
other templates that have an incorrect 
language setting. 


What if I need US settings? 


If you work in an organisation that creates 
work for another market, such as the US, 
sometimes you'll want your dates and 
spelling to reflect this. You can setup 
Word 97 to make the switch between 
countries easy. Start by setting up Word 
to reflect the settings you need most 
often so that the default template nor- 
mal.dot contains these settings. Then 
create a new template with the settings 
for the country that you use less often. 

For example, a template for creating 
documents to be used in the US would 
use the US date format, English (US) as 
the language, Letter paper and per- 
haps other settings particular to the 
special work you are doing. 

To create a template in Word, select 
File, New and select the Template option 
button and click OK. Make the selections 
you require for language, paper size and 
any other special settings, and then save 
and close the template. Creating a tem- 
plate for a country means that you can 
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easily create documents for use in this 
country by selecting File, New and 
selecting that country’s template as the 
basis of your document. 


Font type and size 


The default font and font size provided 
: by Word 97 is Times New Roman, 10 
point. Although this is not technically a 
customisation feature required be- 
cause of Australian conditions, this 
: font size is really too small and most 








users will want to increase the size to 
11pt or 12pt (point). 

To do this, select Format, Font and 
alter the font itself (if required) and the 
size, and select Default and answer 
Yes to the prompt to alter this for all 
new documents based on the Normal 
template (see Figure 3a).

The design 


By folding a rectangular sheet of paper 
twice you can create a clever, free- 
standing card. Depending on whether 
you're designing for yourself, your fam- 
ily or your business, you can person- 
alise it in unlimited ways.

advantages of this card is that you 
send the paper through the printer only 
once, saving time and wear and tear on 
your printer. However, you'll need to be 
careful when you're folding the card to 
make sure the graphic is centred in the 
borders when the card is ‘closed’. 

The card shown in Figure 1b uses a 
Reindeer graphic from Corel Gallery. 
This has been teamed with the decora- 
tive font Broad-Street for the main greet- 
ing. Other fonts that would have worked

equally well include Penoir, Blippo and . 
Impact. However, this graphic would 
look uncomfortable against, say, a more 
traditional Christmas font such as 
Vivaldi or Script-Roundhand. The sans 
serif font Arial has been used for the 
inside text. Broad-Street and Arial work 
well together because, although they’re 
similar in shape, they contrast strongly 
in weight and style. For your card, 
choose a graphic from your own collec- 
tion and a font that works with it and 
reflects your personality. 

The lines around the card border 
mimic the weight of the lines in the 
graphic and stabilise the page. Heavier 
or lighter lines would have left the card 
unbalanced. Notice how the text on the 
front of the card lines up with the edge 
of the graphic and the text on the right 
is right-aligned. These strong edges to 
the text areas form an invisible frame 
inside the border and help keep the 
card balanced. 


The finish 


If you print your design in black on 
coloured card you'll find it’s cost-effec- 
tive. We used a pine green paper with 
a leather-grain finish. When folded, the 
card fits easily into a C5 envelope and 
you'll find these, along with a fabulous 
range of coloured papers, at any good 
stationery outlet. 


Your database 


One of the nicest things about this 
design is that it will interface with your 
customer database. You can replace 
the salutation with a merge field and 
merge print the cards. Not only does 
this allow you to personally address 





each card, but you can easily mix and 
match the message in the text depend- 
ing on whether you’re sending the card 
to a friend or a client. 


How it is done 


Open a new document and using the 
Page Setup options in your word 
processor choose A4 size paper with a 
Landscape orientation. Set the margins 
around the page to 2cm top, bottom, 
left and right. 

The borders are two unfilled rectan- 
gles drawn using the drawing toolbar. 
The borders of the rectangles are each 
5pt weight, and the Fill has been set to 
None (Transparent). With snap to grid 
turned on it’s a simple process to size 
the rectangles to fill the page and to 
position one inside the other. 

The graphic is placed on the page 
using the word processor's Insert, 
Picture option. If you don’t own Corel 
Gallery, then search through your own 
clipart collection for a suitable graphic 
to use. Position the graphic in the first 
third of the page; you'll want it where it 
can appear centred on the page when 
the card Is folded. 


Design file 






































The text is placed in two separate 
Text Boxes — one for the text on the left 
and one for the text on the right of the 
page. The text in the text box on the left 
of the page is left-aligned and the text in 
the right text box is right-aligned. Type 
your text (we used Broad-Sireet 23.5pt 
and Arial 20pt) and line the text boxes up 
so the distance from the edge to the 
nearest border is the same for each text 
box. Line the left edge of the graphic up 
with the left-most text box. Figure 2b 
shows you how each element lines up 
with the invisible lines on the page. 


Naming

Helen Bradley looks at some of 
the options for naming cells on a 
worksheet to save you time and 
help eliminate errors in formulae, 


printing and moving around. 


What is a name? 


Most spreadsheet packages allow you 
to name a cell or a range of cells and to 
refer to this cell or cells by the name 
you have given them. Consider the 
example in Figure 1c: if you calculate 
the Markup for the first item, you'll enter

=$B$4*B7 in cell C7 and then you'll 
copy this formula down the column. 
Alternately, if you name cell B4 ‘Markup’ 
then the formula in C7 can be written as 
=Markup*B7. 

To name a single cell or a range of 
cells: 

Step 1: Highlight the cell or cells to 
name. 

Step 2: Select Insert, Name, Define. 
Excel will try and find a name for your 
cell and will often get it right by taking a 
text entry from an adjacent cell. Alter 
the proposed name in the Names In 
Workbook text box, if necessary, and 
click OK. 

You can use any combination of char- 
acters for a name, but it must begin with 
a letter or an underscore and you may 
not use a space or a hyphen. Names are 
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not case sensitive and the name ‘Sales’ 
is the same as the name ‘SALES’. 


Why use names? 


Names make formulae easier to under- 
stand. For example, the formula =C6*C7 
means very little but if you were to name 
each cell and use the names in your for- 
mula then LoanAmount*InterestRate 
would make a lot more sense. 

Names are easier to remember and 
use than are cell references. If you 
need a name in a formula you can ‘look 
up’ the names available using Insert, 
Name, Paste and select a name from 
the list. This menu option is available 
anytime you are building or editing a 
formula, provided you have at least one 
named cell on your worksheet. 


Alternately, pressing F3 will bring up 
the Names list or you can click on the 
Names list on the toolbar, which you 
can see open in the top-left corner of 
Figure 2c. 

You can redefine names and any 
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formula using the name will automati- 
cally be recalculated to refer to the new 
range. So, if you have a lookup table 
named LookUpTable, and you add 
another two rows to the bottom of the 
table, you can redefine the name by 
selecting Insert, Name, Define and 
alter the range in the Refers To text 
box. Automatically all formulae in the 
worksheet that refer to the named 
range will now see the new, larger 
lookup table. 

You should use range names to cre- 
ate databases, charts and print areas 
where you're likely to add or remove 
rows or columns within the area cov- 
ered by the name. If you do this within 
an area covered by a name, then that 
named range will expand or contract 
accordingly. You won't have to alter the 
database, chart or print area as a result 
of your changes. 

When you've created a name ona 
worksheet, the name will not be used in 
any existing formulae unless you 
specifically apply it. To do this, select 
Insert, Name, Apply and select the 
names you want to replace ranges in 
any formulae in your worksheet. Leave 
the Ignore Relative/Absolute check box 
checked, leave Use Row and Column 
Names checked if you want to use ref- 
erences to intersecting cells (see 
below) and click OK. Now the named 
ranges will replace all cell references in 
your formulae. 


Moving using ranges 

You can use names to move quickly 
around your workbook. The F5 (GoTo) 
key or Control+G brings up a list of 








names from which you can select the 
name to move to and click OK. 


Easier printing with 

named ranges 

If you have two areas of a sheet using 
names, you can create a button on the 
worksheet to move from one area of the 
worksheet to another, or you can create 
buttons to print varying areas of a large 
worksheet. In Figure 2c each of the but- 
tons allows a separate named area of 
the worksheet to be printed. To create 
each of these buttons: 

Step 1: Highlight and name each 
area of the worksheet that you want to 
print, leaving out the ‘heading’ columns 
A and B. In the budget worksheet the 
area C1:F22 has been named 
Quarter1, the area G1:J22 has been 
named Quarter2 etc. 

Step 2: So that each area will print 
with the heading columns A and B, 
select File, Page Setup, select the 
Sheet tab and in the Print Titles area 
enter in the Columns To Repeat at left: 
$A:$B and click OK. 

Step 3: Record a macro which uses 
the GoTo command (F5) to go to the 
area to print, for example, Quarter1, 
then sets the print area using File, Print 
Area, Set Print Area and then prints 
using File, Print, Selection and which 
finally removes the print area using File, 
Set Print Area, Cancel Print Area. 

If you prefer, type this macro in 
using Tools, Macro, Macros, key in the 
Macro Name as PrintQuarter1 and from 
the Macros In list box select This 
Workbook, select Create and type in 
this macro text:

Step 3: Create a macro for each 
print area. You can record one for each 
print area or copy and paste the macro 
text altering any reference to Quarter1 
or to a specific print area. 

Step 4: Before you can add a button 
to your worksheet you'll need the 
Button tool on your toolbar. To add this, 
select View, Toolbars, Customize and 
select the Commands tab. In the 
Categories list select Forms and from 
the Commands list drag the Button 
command up onto the toolbar and click 
Close to finish. 

Step 5: To add a button to your 
sheet, click the Button tool and drag a 
button in position on your sheet. From 
the Assign Macro list select the macro 
to run when the button is pressed 
(PrintQuarter1) and click OK. Alter the 
text on the button by right-clicking on 
it and changing the text to Print 
Quarter 1. 

Step 6: Repeat Step 5 for every but- 
ton you need on your worksheet. 


Using ranges in formulae 


You can name a group of cells using 
their column and row headings like 


those in Figure 3c with one command 
and use the resulting names in your for- 
mulae. Select the range including the 
row and column headings and select 
Insert, Name, Create. From the dia- 
logue box choose to Create Names In: 
Top row and Left column (where the 
names appear) and click OK. 

You Can now use the names to cre- 
ate the totals for the worksheet. For 
example, the formula in cel! B8 will be 
=sum(Income) as the name Income will 
have been created to refer to the range 
B4:B7. 

When you have intersecting ranges 
such as North referring to B4:D4 and 


Name cell group 


Expenses referring to C4:C7 you can 
use ‘intersecting names’ which are the 
cells at the intersection of two named 
ranges. For example, if you key into a 
cell =North Expenses, the cell will con- 
tain 10,000 the contents of the cell at 
the intersection of the row range 
named North and the column range 
named Expenses. To refer to an inter- 
secting name use the row name, fol- 
lowed by a space and then the column 
name. 


Named ranges across 
workbooks 


In addition to naming cells in the cur- 
rent workbook, you can also refer to 
named cells in another workbook. For 
example, =Profit.xls!YearTotal can be 
entered in the current workbook and 
will contain the value from the cell 
named YearTotal in the file profit.xls. 
You can also refer to intersecting 
names, for example, =profit.xls!North

Worksheet level names 


Names work at the level of the work- 
book so a range name is available to 
any sheet in a workbook. Sometimes, 
however, you may want to use the 
same name for a cell on a number of 
worksheets, for example, you may 
have a workbook of worksheets record- 
ing share information and want to name 
a cell on each sheet MarketPrice. To do 
this you'll need to create a sheet level 
name which you can do by adding the 


Cascading style sheets 





In a first of a series, Helen 
Bradley and John Hilvert look at 
what style sheets are, how to use 
them and some of the 
typographical options available 


for controlling layout of text. 


eee style sheets allow Web 
publishers to create, for the Web, 
documents that have the look of their 
paper-based counterparts. Until now, 
to place text in a predetermined posi- 
tion on a page has been largely a hit 
or miss affair. HTML is a markup lan- 
guage, not a page layout language, 
and individual browsers have ‘inter- 
preted’ this language in differing 


ways. Web designers are left frustrat- 


ed and resorting to graphics to 
achieve effects that would be achiev- 
able in text in other programs. Even 
the more ‘traditional’ publishing 
options, such as line spacing and 
margins, have not been able to be 
achieved easily without somewhat 
Cumbersome workarounds. 
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name of the worksheet and an excla- 
mation mark before the range name. 
So this cell on sheet1 will be named 
sheet1!MarketPrice and if the work- 
sheet is called BHP then the cell name 
will be BHP!MarketPrice. 

When you're using the named 
range on the sheet where it is created 
then you don’t have to prefix it with 
the sheet name and an exclamation 
mark. So to use the named cell 
Sheet1!MarketPrice in Sheet1 you 
only need refer to MarketPrice. To use 
that named cell on another worksheet 
you will need to prefix the name with 
the sheet name and the exclamation 
mark.

Style sheets offer a range of oppor- 
tunities to control your page and site 
design and over the next months we 
will look at various aspects of style 
sheets. On the left of Figure 1d is a ‘tra- 
ditional’ Web page using an H1 head- 
ing and standard body text. On the 
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right is a page formatted using a style 
sheet showing some of the options 
achievable, such as indented para- 
graphs and reduction of the spacing 
around headings. 


What is a style 


A style in HTML terms is similar to a 
style in a word processing package. 
It’s a collection of attributes, such as 
font size, type, emphasis, line spacing, 
margins and alignment, that can be 
applied to text on a page. 

Using a style to format text allows you 
to group a number of attributes together 
under a ‘name’ and to apply all these 
attributes to a piece of text using the 
style name rather than having to apply 
each formatting option individually. 


What do you need? 


Before you can view pages created 
using style sheets, you'll need a brows- 
er that supports them. Netscape 
Navigator 4 and Internet Explorer 3 
onwards both support the use of style 
sheets in varying degrees. You'll find 
copies of each of these on this month’s 
cover CD. 


Why use styles? 


Given that only a minority of Web users 
have style sheet-enabled browsers, you 
could be excused for wondering why 
you would use style sheets. The short 
answer is that style sheets are part of the 
future of the Web. Like any leading-edge 
function, it will take time for users to 
catch up but, in time, they will upgrade to 
compatible browsers and style sheets 
will be an important design tool to give 
them flexibility for viewing Web pages. 


In the meantime, if you design your 
pages with style sheets and still ensure 
that they view cleanly in non-compati- 
ble browsers, there should be no issue 
with using them. People with non-com- 
patible browsers won’t know that 
they’re viewing a page that is formatted 
with a style sheet — the page will look 
fine to them, and others will see your 
page formatted with the style sheet as 
you want them to see it. 

You should be aware that although 
Navigator 4 and IE4 are style sheet- 
enabled, they are not 100 per cent 
compatible with the Cascading Style 
Sheets — Level 1 (CSS1) recommen- 
dation and they have incompatibilities 
between them. You can expect that 


future releases will be more closely 


compatible with the standard but for 
now, check your pages carefully in 
both browsers — the results may sur- 
prise you. 

In this tutorial we have used the 
W3C’s CSS1 recommended implemen- 
tation of cascading style sheets. The 
resources list contains the Web 
address of this document and it's 
worthwhile studying it if you are using 
style sheets. 


The advantages of styles 


Styles are used primarily because 
they're convenient and allow you to 
apply a number of attributes in a single 
step rather than having to apply each 
individually. Styles reinforce consisten- 
cy when you’re working on a large doc- 
ument or a series of pages because 
you don’t have to remember and apply 
all the attributes individually. Instead, 
you simply need remember the style 
name to format each paragraph as 
required. 

Styles also help when you want to 


change your document. Simply by — 


changing the definition of the style 
itself, every paragraph or piece of text 
formatted with that style will alter to the 
new definition without having to be indi- 
vidually edited. 

In addition to the more ‘traditional’ 
benefits of styles, in HTML, styles allow 


you to achieve formatting options and 
layout effects that simply aren't other- 
wise available. They also reduce some 
of the mess of tags you'll have in your 
HTML source. You can place your style 
definitions in the document Head area 
and simply refer to the styles them- 
selves in the Body area. 


How good will it look? 


If you’re using style sheets, how your 
page looks will depend on how careful 
you are with its design. This is particu- 
larly the case if your viewer is using a 
non-style sheet compatible browser. 
You should check your page design in 
a range of compatible and non-com- 
patible browsers and determine what 
your approach will be. 

In some cases, the results will be 
acceptable and in others the results will 
be extremely ugly and tantamount to a 
visual disaster. If there are problems 
with your design then you will need to 
make some decisions about it. For 
example, you may opt for a style sheet 
and non-style sheet version of your site, 
much as others use frame and no 
frames versions, Or you may revamp it 
so that the results are less visually 
offensive. 

Because this is new technology, take 
care not to be seduced (at least unknow- 
ingly) by certain proprietary CSS 
approaches that abound particularly in 
relation to Dynamic HTML (see last 
month’s column). Tags such as 
Netscape’s <LAYER> tag are propri- 
etary and best avoided. You should try to 
achieve the results you want using the 
CSS standards, not browser specific 
approaches. At this stage you'll find IE4’s 
implementation is more faithful to HTML 
4.0’s CSS1 than is Communicator’s. 
However, this could change and you are 
best to develop a familiarity with the stan- 
dard and stick to it. 


Embedded styles 


In this month’s column embedded styles 
have been used. These siyle definitions 
appear in the Head of the document 
(between the <HEAD>...</HEAD> tags). 


Applications 
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This is not the only way to apply styles 
and in later columns we will look at link- 
ing styles using an external style sheet 
and creating inline styles to meet ‘one off’ 
formatting needs. 


The examples 


HTML Source Box #1 shows the tags for 
the simple Web page on the left of Figure 
1d. A heading tag <H1>...A4/H1> has 
been used to format the heading and a 
paragraph tag <P> to format the two 
paragraphs of the document. 

In contrast, the HTML Source Box 
#2 contains an embedded style sheet 
in the Head of the document (between 
the <HEAD>...</HEAD> tags). In this 
area are the Style tags 
<STYLE>...</STYLE> and _ in-between 
these opening and closing tags are the 
actual style rules. These style rules are 
placed inside a set of comment tags 
<!—..—> so that they won't be dis- 
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the screen by older 
browsers that don’t support styles. 


played on 


The style definitions 


In HTML Source Box #2 there are three 
style rules. The first one is: 


-H1 {font-size: 20pt; color: blue; 
text-align: left} 


This style rule assigns various attrib- 
utes to the H1 heading tag. The Heading 
style H1 here is called the Selector and 
its usual appearance is modified by the 
combination of properties and values 
that follow it. The property ‘font-size’ is 
given a value of 20pt so that the text will 
appear in the page as 20pt type. 

Each property (font size, colour and 
text align) in a style rule is separated 
from its value by a colon (:) and each 
property/value combination is separat- 
ed from the next with a semi-colon (;). 
The entire collection of property/value 
combinations for a particular selector is 
surrounded by a set of curly braces. In 
addition, you must have at least one 
space between the selector and the 
Opening curly brace. 
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The properties used in this month’s 
HTML examples include: 

color: you can specify a named 
colour for your text using one of the 16 
colours that can be identified by name 
or by an RGB value representing the 
hexadecimal combinations of red, 
green and blue in the colour. For exam- 
ple, the property/value combination 
colour: silver and colour: #COCOCO 
both set text to the same light grey 
colour. 

text-align: Allows you to specify the 
alignment for text. Values for this prop- 
erty include left, right, centre and justify. 

font-family: Allows you to specify a 
font for your text. If the font is not avail- 
able then the default font is used. 
Providing only one named font as we 
have done here limits your options for 
displaying text if this font is not avail- 
able. A better option is to provide a 
variety of possible fonts from the list of 
fonts typically available on Macs and 
PCs and a ‘catch all’ generic font fami- 
ly name in case the others are not avail- 
able. We'll cover this in next month’s 
tips column. 

background: The background prop- 
erty provides a colour for the page 
background. You can specify one of 
the 16 named colours or any other 
colour using its RGB value. 

text-indent: This property specifies 
a paragraph indent which you can set 
in points (pt), inches (in), centimetres 
(cm), pixels (px), ems (em) or a per- 
centage. It is not advisable to use ems 
as a measurement as this is not sup- 
ported by IE4. 

margin-top: Allows you to specify 
the top margin for the current element. 
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We've used this property in these 
examples to set the top margin setting 
for a paragraph. The possible mea- 
surements you can use for margin-top 
are the same as for the text-indent 
property. You can use negative values, 
as these examples show, to ‘close’ up 
the distance between paragraphs. 
line-height: Is another way of speci- 
fying leading which is the ‘extra’ spac- 
ing between lines of text. In DTP, it is 
usual to add one or two points of extra 
spacing between lines of text to make it 
easier to read. As a line height value of 
zero will place two consecutive lines of 
text on top of each other, it is usual for 
the line height to be, at a minimum, the 
height of the text. The example on the 
right of Figure 2d, which uses the 
HTML Source from Box #3, shows 12pt 
text that has been set with a line height 
of 14pt. This extra 2pt of space assists 
readability. Contrast this to the exam- 
ple on the left which uses the source 
from Box #3 and has the default line- 
height for the browser being used. 
Similar units can be used for line-height 
values as are used for text-indent. 
margin-right and margin-left: Allow 
you to specify the margin for an ele- 
ment. In the example in HTML Source 
Box #4, the margins of paragraphs 
have been set using percentages but 
any measurement that can be used for 
text-indent can be used here, too. 


Style selectors, classes and 
layering 

In HTML Source Box #2 two types of 
selectors have been used. The first 
type are the H1 and BODY selectors, 


where two standard HTML tags have 
had new definitions applied to them. 
The BODY definition specifies the new 
‘default’ settings for the page, which 
can be overridden by other tags. 

The H1 style takes (or inherits) prop- 
erties such as colour and font style from 
the BODY tag. The differences between 
text formatted using the H1 tag and the 
remainder of text on the page will be in 
relation to those text attributes which the 
particular browser uses to display H1 
text (which can be modified by inline 
styles or a style sheet). In this case, one 
of the BODY properties, text color (set to 
green), will be overridden whenever a 
H1 tag is used because the property 
‘color’ for the H1 tag has been given a 
different value (blue) in the style rule for 
the H1 selector. 

This layering or inheritance means 
that you should place the typical text 
attributes in the BODY definition and 
then alter only those that you need to 
for the other selectors. 

In HTML Source Box #4, the selec- 
tors .left and .right are called Class 
Selectors and are effectively ‘labels’ 
identifying a particular Selector that 
can be applied to another HTML tag. 
The class called ‘left’ has been used to 
provide the margins, colour and align- 
ment for the H1 formatted text, as well 



















































































as two of the four paragraphs on the 
page. The other class selector ‘right’ 
has been used for the other two para- 
graphs (see Figure 3d). 

Class selectors can be called any- 
thing you like but must be prefixed with 
a period. In all other respects, provid- 
ing their definitions is similar to creating 
definitions for other selectors. The 
method of using a class selector is to 
add the attribute CLASS = to the tag 
and to refer to the particular class 
selector by name (not including its 
leading period). Hence the use in 
Source Box #4 of the tag <H1 
CLASS=left> means that the style defi- 
nitions for selector H1 and Class selec- 
tor ‘left’ are both applied to this text. 
Later on in the document, the style def- 
initions for the Class Selector ‘left’ have 


been applied to paragraph text (text 


inside a pair of <P>...</P> tags). 


Viewing HTML files 


The styles used in this month’s column 
are best viewed using Internet Explorer 
4 and they’re rendered less than ideal- 
ly in Netscape 4.

The Menu Editor screen should look 
like the one in Figure 2d when you are 
finished designing the menu. Select 
OK to finish. 

Now add a new form using Insert, 
Form — this will be Form2, and add the 
controls and set the properties listed in 
the table ‘Form2 properties’. 

This form is the About form so add a 
label or two with some suitable infor- 
mation about the program, add a 
graphic (BMP, ICO or WMF) in a pic- 
ture box and size the form appropriate- 
ly. Figure 3d shows the About form dis- 
playing over a smaller than full screen 
version of the main form. : 

Type the text from Code Box #1 into 
Form1 and the text from Code Box #2 
into Form2. Save the project, call 
Form1 main.frm, call Form2 about.frm 
and call the project menu.vbp. Run the 
program to test the menu. 


How it works 


In the Menu editor the Caption is what 
your user will see on the menu when they 
select the various options and the Name 
property is the name you use to refer to 
the menu items in your VB code. 

The items on the Background menu 
have been created as a control array of 
menu items because they are easier to 
process this way. Each of the items is 
mutually exclusive so if you have one 
turned on, all the others must, by definition, 
be turned off. The control array allows us 
to easily identify which menu item was 
chosen as its index number is stored by 
Visual Basic in the Index variable. 

The mnuPicture_Click subroutine 
controls what happens when the user 
selects a menu item, first it turns off the 
checkmark against the previously 
selected menu option (its value is 
stored in the screenBackground vari- 


able). The value of the most recently 
selected menu item is stored in 
screenBackground and the checkmark 
next to this menu item is set. Then a 
case statement is executed to change 
the background image to one of the 
pictures in the invisible picture boxes, 
the form fade colours from the May 
issue of the magazine, or no back- 











ground at all (created by loading no 
picture at all). 

The Index option on the Help menu 
has been created but disabled as 
there is no help index available. 
Setting the Enabled property of a 
menu item to false allows you to show 
the menu item but make it unavailable 
to the user. If you select the About

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option on the Help menu, the proce- 
dure mnuAbout_Click runs and loads 
Form2 (the about form) as modal, so 
the user must close down the About 
form before they can continue. 

The two invisible picture boxes on 
Form1 simply act as storage space for 
the graphics which will be used as the 
form background.

There’s no need to wait 


until Windows 98 ships to 
get your next operating 
system upgrade. It’s 
available now, in the form 
of True Web Integration, 
brought to you by Internet 
Explorer 4. Rose Vines 


explains how to get it. 


he goal of True Web Integration is 
T to blur the line between your 
computer and the Internet. Why 
should locating a file on your hard disk 
be so different from locating a Web 
page or file on the Internet? Why should 
you single-click hyperlinks but have to 
double-click Desktop icons and folders? 
Why should navigating files and folders 
be so different from navigating the Web? 
Microsoft asked all these questions 
when it started designing the next ver- 
sion of Windows. When Windows 95 
was released, Microsoft was yet to 
come to grips with the growing impor- 
tance of the Internet. By the beginning 
of 1996, however, the company 
realised that the Internet was not just 
important, it was rapidly becoming 
central to the future of computing. With 
this Knowledge came the realisation 
that the two key software components 
everyone would need — operating sys- 
tem and browser — worked in entirely 
different ways. 
So the company set to work to make 
Windows 98 more browser like. The way

to do that was to integrate the browser 
with the operating system. In the mean- 
time, many of the same goals could be 
achieved by getting the next version of its 
browser to sink its hooks into Windows 95 
and infuse the operating system with 
browser functionality from without. 

So, the combination of Internet 
Explorer 4 and Windows 95 gives you 
much the same interface as you'll find 
when Windows 98 ships. 


Activating integration 

In early preview versions of IE4, installing 
the browser automatically installed the 
Active Desktop features as well as all the 
other True Web Integration features. 
After a lot of feedback from users con- 
fused by the one-click world they'd sud- 
denly encountered, Microsoft decided to 
go the reverse route when it released the 
final product. Now, when you install IE4, 
many of the Web Integration features are 
turned off. You have to turn them on 
yourself to get the new features. 

Turning full Web Integration on is 
easy. Open any folder and choose 
Folder Options from its View Menu. In 
the General Tab of the Folder Options 
dialogue box, select Web Style and 
click OK. The first time you do this 
Windows will check whether you want 
to use single-click or double-click. 
Choose single-click to get the full 
flavour of Web Integration. 

You can also turn the Active Desktop 
on and off by right-clicking any blank 
space on your Desktop, selecting Active 
Desktop from the pop-up menu, and 
then select View As Web Page from the 
cascading menu. Using this technique 
only affects the display of Web-style 
information on your Desktop, it doesn’t 
affect your folder views.

Customising your Desktop 


You can change the appearance of 
your Desktop further by selecting a dif- 
ferent wallpaper (the default is pretty 
distracting) and turning on and off 
Desktop components. 

To change your wallpaper, right- 
click the Desktop in a blank space and 
choose Properties from the pop-up 
menu to display the Display Properties 
dialogue. Click the Background tab 
and select a different background. To 
keep things simple, you can scroll to 
the top of the list and choose None, 
and then click the Appearance tab and 
choose the colour you like most for your 
Desktop. 

Once you've done that, click the 
new Web tab. The View My Active 
Desktop As A Web Page option should 
already be selected. Beneath that you'll 
see a list of Desktop components — 
probably only the Internet Explorer 
Channel Bar at this stage. You can 
remove the Channel Bar from your 
Desktop by clearing the tick beside its 
name in the list. 

Desktop components are ‘active’ 
because they can be updated by feeds 
from the Internet. They can include 
push channel content, HTML code, 
ActiveX components and other items. 
You can add new items to your 
Desktop by making sure you're con- 
nected to the Internet and then clicking 
the New button. You'll be prompted to 
visit the Active Desktop gallery on the 
Web — a great source of pre-built com- 
ponents for your Desktop. You'll find 
you can populate your Desktop with 
stock tickers, news feeds, search but- 
tons and all sorts of flotsam and jetsam. 
Just remember that to use many of 
these items you need to be online and 








connected to the Web. You also need 
to remember to leave room for your 
work on your Desktop! 

An easy way to add Desktop com- 
ponents is to connect to a site using IE. 
Once connected right-click-and-drag 
the little icon that appears in the left- 
hand side of the Address box in the 
browser. Drop the icon on the Desktop 
and a menu will appear, offering to cre- 
ate a shortcut to the site or to create an 
Active Desktop component. If you 
choose the latter, you'll be presented 
with a dialogue box asking if you want 
to subscribe to the site, and letting you 
customise the subscription. By cus- 
tomising the subscription you can 
choose how and when the component 
is updated, and whether your comput- 
er should connect automatically to 
download new content. 


New clicks 


Once you've’ activated Web 
Integration, all sorts of interesting 
things happen. You'll notice that items 
on your Desktop are now underlined. 
Single-click an icon and it will open. 

This new clicking style takes quite a 
bit of getting used to. Not only do sin- 
gle-clicks replace double-clicks on the 
Desktop and in folders, but you'll also 
find that simply moving your mouse Cur- 
sor over an item in the active window 
will highlight that item. Watch out for this 
— it’s very easy to accidentally run pro- 
grams or send items to the Recycle Bin 
when that was not your intention. If you 
find items on your Desktop are not high- 
lighted when you move your cursor over 
them, click in a vacant spot on the 
Desktop to ensure it’s the active win- 
dow, and then try again. 

Selecting multiple icons is particular- 
ly strange. Try it: open a folder contain- 
ing a number of icons. Point to one icon 
(don't click!) to select it. Now hold down 
the Shift key and move the mouse Cur- 
sor over adjoining items — all the items 
between the first one you selected and 
the last one you point to will be high- 


lighted. To select non-contiguous 
items, point to the first item then 
hold down the Ctrl key and point to 
other items. To deselect an item, 
keep the Ctrl key depressed while 
pointing to the item. 

You can also select multiple 
adjoining icons in the old manner 
by clicking in the space beside an 
icon and dragging the mouse cur- 
sor. You'll see a box appear 
enclosing all the icons. When you 
release the mouse button, all those 
items will be selected. 

You can no longer click, pause, 
then click again to rename an icon. 
Instead, you'll need to right-click 
an icon and choose Rename from 
the pop-up menu. 

Take your time getting used to 
these new techniques. At first it 
can be pretty uncomfortable, but 
with time you're likely to grow to 
love them and come to resent the 
exertion of double-clicking when 
it's required. And unfortunately, it 
is required: IE4 doesn't change the 
behaviour within Save and Open 
dialogue boxes in your applica- 
tions, so you'll have to revert to 
double-clicking there. 

If you find you hate the single- 
click and want to toss it out, open 
any folder, choose Folder Options 
from the View Menu, click the 
Custom, Based On Settings You 
Choose option and click the 
Settings button. You'll find an 
option to reset your folders to a 
double-click. 


A new start 


Internet Explorer 4 changes your 
Start Menu. Open it and you'll see 
there’s a new option called 
Favorites. Now you have direct 
access to all the Web pages you 
add to your Favorites list, without 
even having to open Internet 
Explorer itself. Select a Web page 
from the Favorites Menu and IE will 
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be launched automatically. The 
Favorites Menu also includes any other 
items you've added to your Favorites 
folder, including files, folders and Web 
channels. 

The Settings option on the Start 
Menu has also changed. It now sports 
options to change your Active Desktop 
and Folder settings, so you can adjust 
Web Integration from there. 

The Find option, too, has been 
enhanced, with options to locate peo- 
ple in your address book or find pages 
on the Internet. 

You can easily add items to the Start 
Menu yourself by dragging any icon 
onto the Start button. Doing so will 
place a shortcut to that item onto the 
Start Menu. While this, in itself, is not a 
new feature, the way you can move 
things around on the Start Menu is. 
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Open the Programs cascading 
menu, for example, and click- 
and-drag any item from its current 
position to any other position on 
the Start Menu. In this way, you 
can retrieve an often-used pro- 
gram that's buried three or four 
menus deep and place it slap 
bang on the initial Start Menu.

Turbo-charged Taskbar 


One of the areas most enhanced 
by Web Integration is the Taskbar. 
You'll notice there’s a new section 
containing a group of icons direct- 
ly to the right of the Start button. 
This area is called the Quick 
Launch bar. If you've installed the 
complete IE4, it'll be populated 
with four icons: an_ Internet 
Explorer icon, an Outlook Express 
icon, a Show Desktop icon, and a 
View Channels icon. Single-click 
the IE icon to launch IE; single- 
click the Outlook Express icon to 
run the e-mail and newsreader 
included with IE; single-click the 
Show Desktop icon to automatical- 
ly minimise all open windows and 
view your Desktop unimpeded: 
and single-click the View Channels 
icon to launch Internet Explorer in 
‘Channel viewing’ mode. 

You can add items to the Quick 
Launch bar in the same way you add 
them to the Start Menu: click-and-drag 
an icon onto the bar. Doing so will place 
a shortcut to the folder, file, Web link or 
program you've placed there. This 
change is permanent — the new icon will 
remain in the Quick Launch bar even 
when you reboot. To remove it, right- 
click it and choose delete from the pop- 
up menu. You can also rearrange any 
item in the Quick Launch bar by drag- 
ging-and-dropping it in its new position. 

lf you add a number of items with the 
same icon (such as folders) to the Quick 
Launch bar, let your cursor rest over the 
item for a second and a tooltip will pop 
up with a description of the item. 

You will have grown accustomed to 
the program buttons which appear in 


the Taskbar whenever you launch a 
program. Now, they behave somewhat 
differently. It used to be that you would 
click a program button once to switch to 
that program. If you clicked the button 
of the currently active program, howev- 
er, nothing would happen. With Web 
Integration, the program buttons work 
like switches: click an inactive program 
button to switch to that program; click 
the button of the active program to min- 
imise that program and show the win- 
dows behind. It’s amazing how such a 
tiny trick can save a lot of time. 

These new features make the 
Taskbar a much more _ interesting 
place. But the true power of the new 
Taskbar is hidden: right-click on any 
vacant space on the Taskbar (if there’s 
no vacant space available, right-click 
on the time display at the right-hand 
end). The pop-up menu that appears 
contains a new item called Toolbars. 
Internet Explorer 4 comes with four 
toolbars which you can add to the 
Desktop. The Quick Launch toolbar is 
already enabled. In addition, you'll find 
a Desktop, Address and Links toolbar, 
and the option to create your own tool- 
bars. 

The Desktop toolbar creates an icon 
for every item that appears on your 
Desktop. In this way, if you have a pro- 
gram window maximised, you can still 
access any Desktop item with a single 
click. 

The Address toolbar gives you an 
Internet Explorer address box right 
there on your Taskbar. This is a terrific 
time saver: instead of having to launch 
IE and have it connect to your default 
home site before navigating to your ulti- 
mate destination, you can simply type 
an address into the Address toolbar 
and IE will be launched automatically, 
taking you directly to the site. 

Similarly, the Links toolbar is like hav- 
ing part of IE built right into the Taskbar. 
It displays the Links you have on your 
Internet Explorer Links bar (which you 
can easily customise by dragging Web 
links straight onto the bar). 

Of course, if you open up all these 





toolbars, you'll clog up your Taskbar. 
There are two things you can do about 
this. First, if you double-click on the 
horizontal mark at the left of a toolbar, 
the toolbar will snap shut or open up 
fully. Alternatively, you can click-and- 
drag any of the toolbars and float them 
anywhere on your Desktop, or dock 
them to any edge of the screen. If you 
float a toolbar, you'll probably want to 
resize them (click-and-drag any edge 
of the toolbar), as the default shapes 
are out of whack. 

You can also, as of old, increase the 
size of the Taskbar itself by clicking- 
and-dragging its top edge. 


IE or WE? 


To view the most dramatic changes 
wrought by True Web Integration, open 
any folder. Take a good look — is this 
Windows Explorer or Internet Explorer 
you have open? The toolbar along the 
top looks like a cross between a brows- 
er toolbar and a normal folder toolbar. 
There are back and forward buttons for 
navigation through your folders, plus 
cut, copy, and paste, undo, delete and 
views buttons. 

The menus along the top, too, com- 
bine different types of options. From 
the Go Menu, for instance, you can 
jump to your Home Page, open Outlook 
Express, make an Internet call (using 
NetMeeting), or search the Web. 
There’s also another Favorites Menu. 
Choose one of the Explorer Bar options 
from the View Menu and you can place 
a search, favorites, history or channels 
bar down the left-hand side of your 
folder window. 

Decidedly browser-like is the 
Address box immediately below the 
toolbar. Items in the folder are under- 
lined as with hyperlinks, and there are 
background images in the folder: a 
large folder icon beside the name of 
the folder. Down the left-hand side — if 
you have the folder sized large enough 
— is an information pane. It’s markedly 
different from anything you're used to. 

Move your cursor over an icon in the 
folder. Information about the icon is dis- 


played down the left-hand side: the 
item’s full name, the type of document 
it is, its size and the date it was last 
modified. If the item is a graphic file or 
HTML file, a thumbnail image of its con- 
tents is generated and displayed in the 
information pane. 

More than almost any other element, 
the Address box emphasises how 
much True Web Integration blurs the 
line between your computer and the 
Internet. In the Address box you'll see 
the full pathname of the folder. For 
instance, if you've opened a folder 
called Downloads located directly on 
your Windows Desktop, you'll see 
C:\WINDOWS\DESKTOP\Downloads in 
the Address box. Click the down-arrow 
at the right side of the Address box to 
see an almost traditional style listing of 
your system’s drives. Type a path to 
another folder in the Address box, such 
as C:\MY DOCUMENTS (unlike Internet 
addresses, you dont have to worry 
about case) to display the contents of 
that folder. Now, type an /nternet 
address into the Address box and 
press Enter. Up comes _ Internet 
Explorer (if you’re not online, you'll be 
connected) and you're transported to 
the site. Click the down-arrow at the 
right of the Address box now and you'll 
see it contains a list of recently visited 
links, plus the ‘addresses’ of folders 
you've opened recently. Just as you 
can type an Internet address into a 
folder Address box, you can type the 
name of a folder on your hard disk in 
the IE browser Address box. 

As you’d expect, you can use the 
AutoComplete feature, which is part of 
the normal IE4 browser in your folder 
Address box too: type the first few 
characters of a Web address or local 
folder name and IE wil! complete it for 
you if you've visited it recently. 

And for those of you who can still 
remember those good o!’ DOS days, try 
this one: in a folder Address box type .. 
(two full stops) and press Enter. 
Remember that DOS shorthand? It 
opens the folder immediately above 
your current folder.

Folders the way you want 


You'll find your folders are astounding- 
ly customisable. The View Menu lets 
you Change the look of the toolbars and 
open different tooloar and Explorer 
bars. You can also, of course, switch 
between the usual large icon, small 
icon, list and detail views. 

The Folder Options option, as we've 
seen earlier, lets you switch between 
Web-style folders, Windows 95 ‘classic’ 
style, or customised settings. You'll 
also see a Customize This Folder 
option on the View Menu. This one’s 
particularly interesting. 

Choose Customize This Folder to 
display a Wizard with three options. 
The first choice is to create your own 
HTML file (remember, under True Web 
Integration, your Desktop and folders 
act as Web pages) or edit the existing 
default HTML file to create your very 
own folder style. The second option is 
to choose a different background for 
your folder. The final option lets you 
restore your folder to the original look 
— very important if you edit the stan- 
dard HTML file and make a mess of it in 
the process! 
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Registration confrontation 





A corrupt registration database 
can make Windows walk on the 
wild side. Link Harris explains why 


— and tells how to retame it. 


f File Manager suddenly refuses to print 
your files or open them, or if object link- 
ing and embedding (OLE — pronounced 
“oh-lay”) packs it in without warning, the 
most likely culprit is a corrupt registration 
database. A feature of both Windows and 


Windows for Workgroups, beginning with. 


version 3.1, the registration database lives 
in a binary file called reg.dat, located in 
your Windows directory. 


What is it? 

Reg.dat is the ian source 
for information about its installed appli- 
cations. True, there’s some application 
information in the win.ini file, but 
Windows only searches there if it can’t 
find what it wants in reg.dat. 

The contents of reg.dat are modified 
whenever you install an OLE server — an 
application (such as Paintbrush or 
Publisher) that can provide objects for 
linking to, or embedding in, other appli- 
cations. When an application adds its 
OLE pedigree (which includes blueprints 
for opening and printing files) to reg.dat 
it has, reverting to Windowsspeak, regis- 

.tered itself as an OLE server. 

That's why reg.dat is called the reg- 
istration database. For compatibility 
with earlier programs that don’t know 
about reg.dat, Windows mirrors a skele- 
ton of reg.dat’s OLE server list in the 
[Embedding] section of your win.ini file. 

In addition to the OLE server details, 
reg.dat maintains a complete cata- 
logue of associations, which are pair- 
ings of a filename extension with a par- 
ticular application (*.TXT with Notepad, 
for example). Whenever you open or 
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print a file from File Manager, it digs 
into reg.dat for the appropriate associ- 
ation and fires up the paired applica- 
tion. Windows duplicates most of the 
associations in the [Extensions] section 
of win.ini. If reg.dat somehow loses an 
association, File Manager can proba- 
bly pick it up from win.ini — but only for 
opening files, not for printing them. 


Ongoing maintenance 


Some programs can only register them- 
selves with reg.dat when they're installed. 
Others, including Windows itself, provide 
their own registration file (*.REG), which is 
saved separately from reg.dat. Although 
you Can view a registration file with a text 
editor such as Notepad (see Figure 2), 
you need the Windows Registration 
Editor (Figure 3 and 4) to manually merge 
the details into reg.dat. 

Many applications are able to auto- 
matically rebuild their section of reg.dat, 
as required, every time they run. They 
manipulate reg.dat in RAM, and _ the 
updated file is saved to disk — either 
when you load the application (as with 
Paint Shop Pro) or when you quit it (as 
with ScreenCam). Some applications, 
such as ScreenCam, don't even bother 
with their own initialisation (*.INI) file, opt- 
ing instead to stockpile details of window 
size and position, last files opened and 
user preferences in reg.dat. 


What goes wrong? 


lf an application alters reg.dat, but 
crashes before the modified file can be 
saved, the result could be a corrupt 
reg.dat. The effects of this corruption 
usually won't surface until the next time 
you start Windows.

When Windows starts it looks for 
reg.dat in your Windows directory (usual- 
ly C\WINDOWS), but won't look beyond 
that, ignoring files of the same name in 
any other directory. If Windows finds 
reg.dat, it loads it into RAM — but only if 
the file is 100 per cent fit. If reg.dat looks 
even a little bit peaky, Windows declares 
the entire file corrupt and won't load it. 

However, Windows doesn’t tell you 
about this until later, when you ask it to 
do something that requires information 
from reg.dat. The error messages in 
Figure 1 give some examples of what 
you might encounter. 


Repairing reg.dat 

The registration database, reg.dat, is 
an essential Windows file that’s fre- 
quently updated, easily damaged and 
a pain to fix. You should regularly back- 
up this file, even if it’s just to another 
directory on your hard disk. Then when 
youre confronted with a_ corrupt

reg.dat, it’s easy to resurrect it from the 
backup, quit and restart Windows — 
and you’re back in business. 

However, if you don’t have a recent 
backup of reg.dat, you can rebuild it 
using the Registration Editor (Regedit). 
First, a few tips: 

1. Regedit acts as a graphical front 
end for reg.dat that lets you edit the file. 
However, Regedit doesn’t behave like 
a text editor or word processor, in that 
it won't let you open a *.DAT file or cre- 
ate one from scratch. 

2. Regedit depends on Windows to 
load reg.dat, ignoring the file in your 
Windows directory and grabbing it 
straight from RAM. This means that 
Regedit won't start if Windows hasn't 
been able to load reg.dat (because it’s 
corrupt, for example). 

3. Regedit offers two different display 
options (or interfaces). Running regedit 
opens the default interface (see Figure 
4), and regedit /v (WV is the verbose 
switch) opens the advanced interface 
(see Figure 3). Compared with the 
default, the advanced interface displays 
more details and includes Restore to 
Last Save (Undo) and Search. 

4. Both Regedit interfaces let you 
merge registration files (*.REG) into 
reg.dat. Because of its Undo option, 
however, the advanced interface does- 
n't update reg.dat until you select Save 
Changes from the File menu (see 
Figure 3). 

5. You can merge registration files 
into reg.dat without first opening 
Regedit. Specifically, after the default 
Windows. details (which include the 














Advanced Regedit 























* reg/regedit.exe association) are reg- 
istered in reg.dat (Step 7 below), dou- 
ble-clicking on a registration file auto- 
matically merges it into reg.dat. 

6. Nevertheless, running regedit /v 
while you double-click on *.REG files lets 
you watch the rebuilding progress as new 
details are added at the top of the display. 

Here’s how to go about rebuilding 
the reg.dat: 

Step 1: Open File Manager, select 
View, and be sure Tree and Directory, 
All File Details and Sort by Date are all 
checked. This lets you monitor 
reg.dat’s progress as you rebuild it. 

Step 2: Still in File Manager, select the 
suspect reg.dat and rename it. That way 
you can retrieve the file in case it's okay 
and the problem is due to something else. 

Step 3: Quit and restart Windows. 
This creates a new skeleton reg.dat. 

Step 4: Open File Manager, and select 
CAWINDOWS (or whatever your Windows 
directory is called). Then find reg.dat, 
which should appear at or near the top of 
the directory, and note its size and time. 

Step 5: Still in File Manager, select 
File, Run. Then type regedit in the 
Command Line field and click OK.

This opens the Registration Editor. 
Step 6: When the Registration Editor 
window appears (the contents will prob- 
ably be different from those in Figure 4), 
select File, Merge Registration File. 

Step 7: The default reg.dat entries for 
Windows are held in the file setup.reg 
(see Figure 2). To add these to reg.dat, 
from the Regedit dialogue box select 
C\WINDOWS\SYSTEM\ SETUP.REG 
and click OK. After the box showing 
“Information in C\WINDOWS\SYSTEM\ 
SETUP.REG has been successfully reg- 
istered in the registration database” 
appears, you should see reg.dat updat- 
ed in both File Manager and Regedit. 

Step 8: In File Manager, select 
Search from the File menu and be sure 
Search All Subdirectories is checked. 
Then type c:\ in the Start From field and 
*reg in the Search For field and click 
OK. This finds all the registration files on 
drive C:. Double-click on each file in turn 
to add its details to reg.dat. 

Step 9: Repeat Step 8 for each of 
your drives. 

Step 10: Try opening and closing 
each of your applications. Don't be sur- 
prised if history details and/or your 
preferences have disappeared. 

Step 11: If any applications still don’t 
work properly, you will have to reinstall 
them to correct their reg.dat entries.

T4’s keyboard shortcuts are one 

of Microsoft's best-kept secrets. 
Although NT4 has inherited most of 
the standard shortcuts from Windows 
3.1x and 95, it also boasts a few 
exclusives. Here are some of my 
favourites. 


Going global 


These keyboard shortcuts work any- 
where in NT — from the desktop as well 
as in utilities and applications. Pressing 
Ctrlt+Esc displays the Start menu (and 
pops up the Taskbar if it’s not visible). 
Once the Start menu is displayed (how- 
ever you do it), you can minimise all 
windows to the Taskbar by pressing 
Alt+M. 

If you have several programs run- 


on 104 keyboard 
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ning, pressing and releasing Alt+Tab 
switches to the previous program you 
used. However, keeping Alt depressed 
when you release Tab displays a box 
that contains an icon for each pro- 
gram. Then tapping Tab progressively 
selects the next icon in the row, and 
releasing Alt switches to that program. 
In contrast, pressing Alt+Esc cycles 
through the program windows, but 
doesn’t display programs that have 
been minimised to the Taskbar. 
Pressing Ctrl+F4 will close the active 
window in many applications, and you 
can quit a program (or NT, if no pro- 
grams are running) by pressing 


Alt+F4. And if a program hangs and 
won't respond to your keyboard or 
mouse, you can press Ctrl+Shift+Esc 
to open Task Manager and quit it from 
there. 

From the Start menu, tapping the 
first letter in the name of a document

or program launches it. However, if 
there’s more than one name begin- 
ning with the same letter, tapping that 
letter selects the first name. Repeat 
taps cycle through the names begin- 
ning with that letter, and pressing 
Enter launches the one you select. In 
Windows NT Explorer and all Open, 
Save and Browse dialogue boxes, 
pressing F4 drops down the Save In 
or Look In list, and pressing <F5 
refreshes the list after it has been 
changed by another application. 
Finally, to view the Properties screen 
for any. selected item, press 
Alt+Enter.

On the desktop, in Windows NT 
Explorer or in a folder window, pressing 
F3 calls up the Find: All Files dialogue 
box. After selecting an item, pressing 
F2 lets you edit its name, or 
Shift+Delete zaps it straightaway, 
bypassing the Recycle Bin. Warning: 
This is one operation pressing Ctrl+Z 
won't undo. In Windows NT Explorer, 
Ctrlt+G calls up the Go To Folder dia- 
logue box, and tapping F6 moves anti- 
clockwise through the two panes and 
the drop-down list. However, tapping 
Tab does the same — and has the 
advantage that Shift+Tab moves in the 
opposite direction. Using the numeric

Warp 4.0 tips: 


Mark Rogers explains how to 
boost OS/2’s performance with 


disk caching tips. 


| isk caching can make a world of dif- 

ference to your hard disk access. 
To modify them we need to open OS/2’s 
config.sys file, found in the root directory 
of your OS/2 boot drive. Before we 
begin, make a copy of it just to be safe. 

The lines in your config.sys file that 
control your HPFS and FAT caches are: 

For HPFS: IFS=C:\OS2\HPFS.IFS 
/CACHE:256 /CRECL:16 /AUTOCHECK: 
CDE (or similar). 

For FAT: Diskcache=64,LW,32, 
AC:C (or similar). 

lf you only use one of the file sys- 
tems you should REM out the file sys- 
tem line that you do not use (the FAT 
cache uses around 7OKb). 

In the HPFS line above: 

/CACHE:256 The maximum cache set- 
ting is 2048, representing 2048Kb (2Mb). 

/ICRECL:4 Controls the maximum 
record size for caching, ranging from 
2Kb to 64Kb, and runs in increments of 
2Kb (the default is 4Kb). 

/CRECL This parameter should not 
exceed a quarter of the total cache size 
set with the (CACHE parameter. 

/AUTOCHECK:XX Tells OS/2 to run 
CHKDSK on the specified drives, XX, 
on every startup after a ‘dirty’ shutdown. 

In the FAT line above: 

256 Is the FAT cache size with a 
range between 48Kb and 14,400Kb 
(Note: Under OS/2 Warp 3.0 and above 
the letter ‘D’ is used instead of the usual 
numeric value. This allows Warp to best 
guess your cache setting at bootup.) 

LW Stands for ‘lazy writes’ and allows 
data in the cache to be written when the 
system load is lower, thus improving per- 
formance.

32 Sets the ‘threshold’ size (the default 
is 4, though 32 is said to be the optimum 
number, with 128 being the maximum). 

AC:C: Is an abbreviation for Auto 
Check (AC) and runs the CHKDSK com- 
mand on startup after a ‘dirty’ shutdown. 

You can further enhance the HPFS 
cache by finding the line: 


PRIORITY..DISK. IJO=YES 
and following it with the line: 


RUN=C:\OS2\CACHE.EXE / 
MAXAGE:5000 /DISKIDLE: 1000 
/BUFFERIDLE:500 /LAZY:ON 


The above line shows the default 
HPFS cache values. 

IMAXAGE Sets the amount of time 
before data is either moved to the ‘stale’ 
buffer area of the cache or written to the 
hard disk. The numbers are expressed in 
milliseconds, so the above is five seconds. 

/DISKIDLE Expressed in millisec- 
onds, determines how long the hard 
disk must be idle before it accepts data 
from the cache. 

/BUFFERIDLE Expressed in millisec- 
onds, sets how long the cache’s buffer 
must be idle before its contents can be 
written to the hard disk. 

LAZY Turns lazy writes on or off. 
Performance is enhanced with it on as 
data is cached in the system; with it off 
the system writes to the hard disk imme- 
diately. It should only be included if you 
are turning the cache off, because the 
inclusion of the /LAZY statement can- 
cels all other switches. (The above 
cache statement is a special case, as all 
values are the default values.) O

Cookies are little text files that are 
stored by your browser (if it’s Internet 
Explorer, you'll find a folder called 
\Windows\Cookies. You can open the 
cookies in Notepad and read them.

No, cookies are not viruses — only 
files that run as programs can be. 

As for your last question, no virus 
checker scans a file before it is down- 
loaded; the file has to become acces- 
sible to the scanner first. It is theoret- 
ically possible to scan the file as it 
comes in, but all AV programs | know 
scan only when the download is com- 
pleted. McAfee is, incidentally, the 
only program that was graded “fail” in 
my last anti-virus comparison.

A: DOS 6.x can handle partitions up to 
520Mb, but there are memory man- 
agers that let you run bigger than that. 
However, that applies only if your 
BIOS can comply with the required 
operating mode. Likewise, Windows 
95 can handle partitions up to 2Mb — 
but only if the BIOS is up to it. Your 
486DX2/66 is at the age where it may 
have a competent BIOS or it may not. 
There’s a way to find out: start your 
CMOS setup program and check if the 
IDE (hard disk) controller has an 
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option for LBA (logical block address- 
ing). If it has, activate it and install 
your hard disk. If it doesn’t — sorry, 
your options are limited to two hard 
disks below 520Mb or a motherboard 


upgrade. 

In the meantime, you can always 
run DriveSpace and get another 
115Mb effective space.

A: Sure, Roger. You'll need one 
(basic, inexpensive) Thin Ethernet 
network card for each PC and 
enough coaxial cable with a T con- 
nector for each PC (don’t forget a ter- 
minating resistor for each end 
machine in the daisychain). It’s a 
good idea to look in Control Panel, 
Install New Hardware, No, Network 
Adaptors for a list of the cards 
Windows 95 has built-in drivers for. 

You install the card like any other 
hardware. The next step is to install 
Microsoft's NetBEUI protocol and the 
client for Microsoft Networking — both 
included in Windows 95 through 
Control Panel, Network. Make sure you 
use the same Workgroup name for all 
machines. 

Once the network is up and work- 
ing, you can install the printers via the 
network to all the machines; Windows 
95 Help contains _ instructions. 
Physically, the printers are installed on 
single PCs via printer cables in the 
usual way. I'd suggest putting the 
printers on those machines that have 
the least demanding use because of 
the processor time that will be devot- 
ed to printing, and don’t use fancy 
screen savers. Full-motion screen 
savers tend to take 100 per cent 
processor time, so the printer users 
will have a hard time getting a word in 
edgewise. You can tinker with multi- 
tasking priority assignments, but the 
simplest solution is to use the Screen 
Blanker, it’s the best screen saver and 
takes no resources at all.

A: /f | understand you correctly, the 
Internet Explorer from the CD acts crip- 
pled and even “poisons” your normal 
Windows Explorer. I'd guess that there 
is some file or configuration detail that 


clashes with the version you have 


installed on your hard disk. Since that 
works properly, the solution is simple: 


don't run IE from the CD but use your. 
hard disk version. It'll start faster and 


run better anyway.

A: It’s true that you might not be able to 
restart. It’s also true that you might be 
hit by a meteorite the next time you go 
outside... 

If you did have trouble restarting, 
and | have never heard of a case, you 
can reboot with your emergency flop- 
py (Startup Disk option in Control 
Panel, Add/Remove Programs) and 
rename the two Registry files. Here’s a 
how-to excerpt from my August 
Window 95 column for any Registry 
malfunction: 

Windows fails to complete its normal 
boot process when you start up. You 
may get a message that the Register is 
damaged and should be restored from 
a backup, or the system may simply 
hang with a blank screen. You may 
then feel like shrieking and tearing out 
your hair (guess why I'm bald), but fret 
not: there’s a very simple cure.

Microsoft Office applications have a nifty 
feature in the File Open dialogue box that 
lets you preview a file before opening it. 
The trouble is, the preview box often dis- 
plays no more than a message saying 
“oreview not available”. In Word, you'll at 
least see some of the document's text; in 
applications such as PowerPoint and 
Excel, you won't see a thing. 

This is not a bug; rather, it's very 
poor design on Microsoft's part, which 
you can rectify by doing the following: 

1. First, make sure you can see the 
preview box in the Open dialogue box by 
choosing File, Open from an Office appli- 
cation, and then clicking the Preview but- 
ton near the right-end of the toolbar. 

2. Now, create a new document, or 
open an existing document.

WordPerfect 8 

Grammatical error 
WordPerfect 8’s grammar checking pro- 
gram, Grammatik, may lock up your sys- 
tem if you run a grammar check with the 
Check Headers, Footers, Footnotes 
option turned on, regardless of whether 
your document contains any headers or 
footers. The only way around it is to clear 
this option before performing any gram- 
mar checks. To do that, open Grammatik 
(do it in an empty document), click the 
Options button and then make sure 


there’s no tick beside the Check 
Headers, Footers, Footnotes option. 


HP DeskJet 820Cse 
Print queues and crashes 
The Hewlett-Packard 820Cse is a lovely 
little printer — there’s one sitting on my 
desk right now — but it has the unfortu- 
nate tendency to stall, sometimes Ccaus- 
ing your computer to crash, if you 
queue more than one job at a time. It's 
a problem with the driver, version 8.20, 
which ships with the printer. To recover, 
you either have to exit from the program 
you're working in and close the printer 
window, or restart your machine. 

HP is aware of the problem and 
promises a fix in the next version of the 
driver. You can check HP’s Web site 
(www.hp.com/cpso-support/faq/deskjet. 
html) to see when it’s released. In the 
meantime, you can avoid problems by 
making sure the current print job has fin- 
ished printing before sending further 
print jobs. 


WinZip 


Nico Mak Computing recently released 
an upgraded version of its compres- 











sion program, WinZip (one of our 
favourites at PC User). Version 6.3 
tweaked the Internet features of WinZip 
and added a few extra touches. 
However, it also introduced a bug 
which can cause file corruption in very 
rare circumstances, usually when 
adding files zipped by another pro- 
gram under OS/2. 

Even if you don't appear to be having 
problems with WinZip, you should get 
yourself a copy of Service Release 1, 
which fixes the bug. We've included it on 
this month’s PC User Offline CD, or you 
can download it from www.winzip.com. 
You can check which version of WinZip 
you're currently using by opening the 
program and choosing About WinZip 
from the Help Menu. The latest release is 
labelled WinZip 6.3 SR-1.

Problems with lomega and 
SyQuest drives 


lomega Zip and Jaz drives and 
SyQuest EZ135s don't always coexist 
peacefully with Norton Utilities 2.0. In 
particular, you may get NPROTECT or 
other errors when you're booting. 

You can get around these problems 
by ensuring there’s a disk in the remov- 
able drive before you boot your com- 
outer. There are also some less adhoc 
solutions you can try, the first of which 
is to turn off interrupt handling for the 
drive. To do this: 

1. Open the Start Menu, Settings, 
Control Panel and double-click the 
System icon. This opens the System 
Properties dialogue box. 

2. Click the Device Manager tab in 
the dialogue box, locate your Zip or Jaz 
drive in the device list under disk drives 
and double-click it to display its 
Properties dialogue box. 

3. Click the Settings tab and uncheck 
the Int13 box if it’s available. Reboot if 
instructed to do so by Windows. 

Note: If you’re using the internal 
removable drive as your boot drive,

don’t disable INT13 for that drive or it 
will no longer be bootable. 

If the INT 13 box is unavailable in Step 
3 above, you'll need to contact your 
computer manufacturer or hardware 
support and get assistance in removing 
the removable media drive from the 
CMOS information on your computer. In 
the BIOS, prevent the removable media 
drive from being auto-detected by 
selecting disabled. The drive will still 
function and will be seen by Windows 95 
system as removable media. 

If you still have NPROTECT errors, 
try this: 

1. Right-click the Recycle Bin and 
choose Properties to display the 
Recycle Bin Properties dialogue box. 

2. Select the Norton Protection Tab. 

3. Uncheck Enable Protection for 
each drive on your system. 

4. Click OK and reboot the system. 

5. When Windows restarts, go back 
into the Recycle Bin Properties and 
replace the checkmarks.

You can do cute 
things like multimedia and save in 
HTML — but | think Microsoft lost 
its way at Word 1.0 for Windows. 
RV: | couldn't disagree with you 
more, John. | firmly believe 
WinWord 2.0 with its combination 
of power and ease of use was, in 
its day, the greatest application 
program ever written, and that 
Microsoft has managed to build 
on that foundation ever since. 
You're wrong about Word 95; it 
wasn't a dog, it just wasn’t the big 
upgrade we hoped for. Word 97 
fixed that and performs just fine 
on average hardware. Word 5.0 
for DOS is totally clunky and anti- 
intuitive — just try training people 
how to use the damn thing!
